Kept pouring in pleasant news. Enough was 
learned at 6 o'clock to claim the nomination 
of Owens. Then his followers went wild. 
There were no unseemly jeers for Breckin- 
ridge, but vociferous cheers for Owens. 

Down the street the Breckinridge head- 
quarters was dull and gloomy. Before night 
Closed ir upon the scene the revenue em- 
ployes, the pensioners of the machine, the 
bull Gozers and Breckinridge defenders had 
doserted the spot where last night they made 
wild and excited boasts and threats. In all 
the returns therewas nota single figure to 
give s grain of comfort. 


THE PROCESSION THAT DID HOT MOVE. 

The Breckinridge men, confident of suc- 
cess, had bDoughta large wooden coffin and 
stored it away in their headquarters. They 
Proposed to label it Owens and carry it 
through the streetsin a triumphal proces- 
sion to-night, but whea they found their 
candidate forever buried beneath the con- 
demnation of an outraged and courageous 
community the coffin was hidden away lest 
Owens men should get it and reverse the 
scheme. 

The first balietins dazed the Breckinridge 
people. They could not understand that 
their favorite could be beaten, They 
gazed Golefully at the figures re- 
turned and slunk away as if ashamed 
to De seen in public places. But the Owens 
men, Ob, how they yelled and waved their 
bats and shosted three cheers for every man 
who was prominent in the work of electing 
Owens. They paid the Courter-Journal a com- 
pliment by eheering for R. E. Turpin, the 
bright correspondent who has done noble 
work in defeating the hypocritical Congress- 
man. 

Some of the noble women who have fought 
so bard fer virtue wept tears of joy to-night 
when they were told how God biessed 
their labors, Faith in prayer has received a 
wonderful stimuius in Kentecky to-day, and 
thanksgiving services in several churches 
will celebrate the victory. 

SETTLE LOST SIGHT OF. 


Not much attention has been paid to Set- 
tle’s place in the race. He is forgotten in the 
rejoicing over Owens’ victory and the satis- 
faction in Breckinridge’s downfall. At the 
last moment the voters of the grand old aAsbh- 
land district discovered that to defeat the 


Owens. This they did in every precinct, a 
the result clearly shows. The fight resolved 
Itself at the last not in favor of anyone but 
against one man who bas deceived and de- 
trayed bis constituents. 

In no family of Kentucky to-night is there 
more joy over the result than in families 
which have kinship with Henry Clay. The 
Gescendants of the great commoser worked 
hard for Owens. They have had a Keen re- 
sentment and hatred ef Breckinridge because 
he dishonored the name of Clay, the name of 
his Oret wife, and the Clays of Kentucky 
have fought nodbiy in defense of their hon- 
ored name. 

Last night the streets of Lexington re- 
sounded with the name of Breckinridge. 
To-night his name is heard only in tones of 
Gerision as the Owens hosts parade the 
streets and jollify with an enthusiasm never 
equalled in Kentucky, not even at pres 
dentiai elections. 

HOW THE VOTING WAS DONE. 


This was the first primary election ever 
held under the Australian baliot system in 
the State and, as an experiment, it attracted 
unusual interest. The voting booths were 
made of canvas strips, loosely hung up. 
The ballot boxes were of an antiquated type, 
sealed with a strip of paper pastedon the 
box. Three judges, one for each candidate, 
were in charge at each poll and 
there was more freedom and uneonventional 
bickering than is allowed about election 
booths in northern cities. The challenger 
in one place offered to bet the judges ten 
that a man was not entitied to vote, and ac. 
companied his wager with sundry bDiankety-. 
blank adjectives, which passed unnoticed. 
No one objected to the profanity, or the dis. 
respect shown the election officers. 


Atevery polling place were Breckinridge 
heelers from the Internal Revenue service. 
All the Federal emplcyes who secured their 
places from Breckiaridge were at work for 
him to-day as they have been for months. 
There was not a aistillery run- 
ping to-day in the district. Every 
storekeeper and gauger was battling for 
Breckinridge. In many precincts they were 
actually battling, as physical encounters 
were many though not serious. 

Desha Breckinridge, son of the Colone), 
had two pugilistic rounds with Secretary 
Peak of the Owens Committee, and both were 
seratched up considerably, though their 
feelings were lacerated more than their 
faces. A few other scraps were reported 
during the day, but no great damage was 
done. 

NOT A SHOT FIRED, 


Up tothe closing of the polls not a pistol 
shot had been fired in Lexington. This is 
the more astonishing, because at no 
previous election has there been 
intense feeling, such bitterness, and never 
before has there been so much mud slinging, 
vituperation and epithets. At all the polls 
to-day men abused each other like pick- 
pockets, but restrained from violence. 


From some source the Breckinridge men 
obtained plenty of money. They did not 
hesitate to use it. One of the treckinridge 
workers, a gentiemanly, mild-manered 
youth, told the Post-DiIsPaTCcH correspoad- 
ent that money was being used with voters 
who asked for it. ‘ 

„Moe take them aside, find out their price 
and pay it, salad he. Of coure, we can’t 
tell whether he votes for Breckinridge or 
not, but we can pretty near tel, and the 
politician winked the other eye. . 


Breckinridge got his money not alone 
from the small army of interaal re ue em- 
ployes, but from those misguid personal 
friends who are biind in their devotion to 
the Congressman, They contribated in sums 
frem fi up and so many there were who 
stood dy him that the fund was far in 
excess of a Congressman’s yearly salary. In 
fact, the boast of the sreckiaridge men al! 
along has been that they would have plenty 
of money On election day, and the events in 
the election precincts of Lexington seem to 
make good their boast.

He 
had persuaded the provincial narrow- 
minded element of the community that he 
isa persecuted man, the victimof a wo- 
man’s wiles, and ahero. As an ardent ad- 
mirer of Owens proclaimed to-day, ‘*The 
Breckinridge adherents are those who never 
go from home and have no conception of the 
public feeling against their candidate. 
WOMEN’S PRAYERS. 

The women’s prayer meeting in Lex- 
ingtont o-day was attended by over 100 
devoted Christian women. Three ministers, 
J. W. McGarvey, Dr. E. H. Ward and Dr. 
Bartlett took part inthe exercises. Short 
speeches were made dwellins on the vital 
importance of such a movement and the ef- 
ficacy of prayer. Passages of scriptures 
pertinent to the occasion were read and then 
prayers were offered asking God to inter- 
pose his hand to-day in favor of virtue and 
against vice. Prayers asking for a ces- 
sation of personal strife, for a peace- 
fal outcome of the day’s balloting 
and for the purity of American states- 
men, No mention was made of 
Owens, of Breckinridge, or yet Settle. Yet 
each of that band of women Knew tpe one 
supreme wish of their t honest earts.

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CLAIM THE VICTORY. 


Breckiuridge’s Supperters Say Official 
Returns Must Decide. 


Lexincron, Ky., Sept. 16, 2 a. m.—At 9 
o’clock last night the nomination of Owens 
seemeu assured. The returns then in from 
many polling places of tbe six counties 
comprising the Ashland District, indicated 
that Breekinridge was defeated by from 
1,000 to 2,000 votes. The latter’s friends con- 
ceded his defeat. But Jater official figures 
leave the result in doubt. After Breckinridge 
himself and his followers gave up the fignt 
they began receiving figures from obscure 
parts of the district, which they claim at 
this hour elect Breckinridge by a small ma- 
jority. 

Notwithstanding the Breckioridge claims 
and the belated enthusiasm of his support- 
ers, the Owens Men remain firm in the belief 
that official revised returns will result in 
Owens’ success.

Breckinridge Will Seek Another Sphere 
im Which to Serve Hentucky. 


LExXiInocron, Ky., Sept. 15.—Col. Breckin- 
ridge came to his joleful headquarters this 
evening not altogether east down, and de- 
clared: ‘‘I confess disappointment in the 
returns from my own county of Fayette. I 
expected 800 majority, but instead it is only 
205. In Woodford I expected several hun- 
dread majority, but that county ha’ gone 
against me, as has Franklin, which I thought 
would give mea small majority. They are 
holding dack the returns trom Scott County 
for the purpose, I believe, of doctoriag the m 
if the news from the other counties 
does not sult the people. 
I had expected to give 
Owens 1,200, but, of course, they can fix up 
the returns to suit themselves. Mm that way 
they will probably defeat me. 

This seems to Ce the last despairing wall of 
the defeated candidate, and he added in his 
usual and olly way: ‘‘l expect to live out 
my life right here in Kentucky, and will go 
in and out among these pleople until lam 
laid away in the beautiful Lexington Ceme- 
tery, where sleep all of my ancestors. I will 
find another sphere in which to labor for the 
people of my state. 

There are some who construe the last re- 
mark to mean that Breckinridge may give 
up the law and become a preacher or 
lecturer. 


DEMOCRATS PLEASED. 


Statesman at Washkingten Satisfied With 
the Outceme ia Hentucky. 


WaSHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 15.—The defeat 
of Col. Breckinridge for the renomina- 
tion from the Ashiand District by Owens is 
hailed with no strongly divided feeling by 
statesmen in Washington. Opinions have 
differed somewhat as tothe outcome of the 
great contest. The two contestants have 
had their partisans here as well as elsewhere 
and the canvass has been discussed with con- 
siderable ardor and interest, yet it has been 
noticeable that the conservative sentiment 
among politicians has been antagonistic to 
Breckinridge. Democratic Congressmen 


have not said much. Breckinridge has been 
a decided power in the House and un- 
til the election of Speaker Crisp was 
one of the most infigential members of that 
branch of Congress. The fight over the 
Speakership and the election of Crisp cur- 
talled that influence to a considerable ex- 
tent, and while yet a material factor in 
Pemocratic councils, the places assiganed 
him were chiefly honorary, in recognition of 
his former prominence. Congressmen never- 
theless recognized the fact that while Breck- 
enridge remained in the House, a turn of the 
cards might again place him ina position of 
power, and for that reason preserved a 
guarde€tongue. Secretly this outcome has 
been expected by most of them, and 
where they have committed themselves 
to predictions Owens’ triumph has been 
predicted as something impossibie, from the 
logic of events which encompassed the Ken- 
tucky statesman. 

His downfall will cause no deep feeling of 
regret even among his party associates, 
Just how they viewed the effect of the scandal 
upon Breckinridge’s standing in the House 
was made plain late during the last session.

THE BREACH OF PROMISE CASE. 


A Verdict of $15,000, sti Uncolleeted, 
Rendered Against Breckinridge. 


Aug. 12, 1893, Congressman W. C. P. Breck- 
inridge was made defendant to a suit for 
$50,000 damages for betrayal and breach of 
promise in the civilcourtof the District of 
Columbia. Those ‘who did not know his 
private morality were shocked. Tothem he 
wasanorator who had employed his elo- 
quence almost as often in religious and edu- 
cational as in political gatherings. Made- 
line V. Pollard was the aecuser. Her story 
—the accepted story inthe court—was that 
April 1, 1888, while a schoolgirl at Wesieyan 
Seminary, Cincinnati, O., he met her on a 
train going to ber aumt at Frankfort, Ky. 
took advantage of this chance meeting, fol- 
lowed her to Cincinnati, and, misrepresent- 
ing himself as a relative, he took her from 
the seminary to debauch her. From this 
time on even while his first wife was living 
and while he was courting his present wife 
he continued this alliance out ofgwhich three 
children were born, he promising to make 
the girlhis wife. On July 18, 1893, when his 
second marriage Was announced, Madelaine 
Pollard, supported by some of the people 
into whose homes the Kentucky Congress- 
man had introduced herasa virtuous and 
ambitious girl, placed the cage in the hands 
of lawyers, She was given a verdict for

CORRUPTION AND OPPRESSION. 


The threatened Republican policy of cut- 
ting down wages to make political capital 
is as damaging a stroke for McKinleyism 
as the Republican policy of holding up the 
inability of the Democracy to prevent 
trust legislation. 

McKinleyism represented the unchecked 
dictation, the unbridled greed of the bene- 
ficiaries of tariff taxation. It was de- 
nounced as such, not only by Democrats, 
but by fair-minded Republicans. When 
the first attempt to check its loot of the 
people is met by the corruption of the 
National Legislature and the oppression of 
workingmen to force the continuation of 
loot privileges, the people have a lesson in 
the danger of protection which could be 
impressed upon them in no other way. 
They see that the wealth poured into the 
coffers of tariff magnates is used to defeat 
their will; that the power of monopoly 
conferred upon favored manufacturers is 
used to force the people into continuing 
monopoly privileges. 

The unscrupulous arrogance of tariff 
beneficiaries is the one thing needed to 
teach the people that McKinleyism is not 
only a matter of policy, but of political 
morality which involves the right of free 
and just government. Thecombination of 
corruption and oppression would prove to 
them that the safety of the Republic and 
the preservation of popular rights can be 
secured only by sweeping away the whole 
system of protection.

MACAULAY. 


In the current number of The Forum, 
Mr. Frederick Harrison, himself one of 
the best living writers of English—under- 
takes to determine ‘‘Macaulay’s Place in 
The article is brilliant and 
as is everything from the

interesting, 


same pen; but, after filling some fourteen 


large pages, reaches no definite conclu- 


sion, and finally leaves the question quite 


undetermined. Mr. Harrison’s discussion 
of a somewhat threadbare subject is a 


curious compound of praise and criticism; 


all of the praise is apparently honest and 
earnest, but some of the criticism is de- 
cidedly funny. For instance—speaking of 
the famous trial scene in the essay on 
‘*Warren Hastings, attention is called 
to the fact that in a certain sentence the 
and the 
word ‘which’ three times, and is not re- 
lated to the same noun;’’ also that ‘‘ten 
sentences in succession open with 
the word there.“ Which is very 
much like analyzing the colors of a great 
artist, to see whether they were prepared 
and laid on according to rule, The only 
pertinent question is, Has the artist or 
the author produced a fine picture?’’ If 
he has, his materials and methods speak 
sufficiently for themselves. Does Mr. 
Harrison happen to know of a finer word- 
picturein any language than the trial 
scene? If he does, his readers will regret 
that he did not mention it—as much for 
his own sake as for theirs. 

Meanwhile it is barely possible that Mr. 
Harrison has forgotten an article con- 
tributed to the Quarterly Review by the 
Right Hon. William Ewart Gladstone 
some twelve or fifteen years ago, in which 
the greatest of living Englishmen says 


this: 

Macauley’s style was one of those gifts of 
which, when it had been conferred, nature 
broke the mold. Thatitis the head of all 
literary styles we do not allege; but it is git - 
ferent from them ali, and perhaps more dif- 
ferent from tuem all than they are usually 
different from one another, It is paramount 
In the union of ease in movement with per- 
spiculty of matter, of Doth with real 
splendor, and of all with immense rapidity 
and striking force. From any other pen 
such masses of ornament would be tawdry; 
with him they are only rich. Asa model of 
art concealing art, the Mnest cabinet pic- 
tures of Holland are almost hig only rivals. 
Like Pascal, he makes the heaviest subject 
light; Ike Burke, he embellishes the bar 
renest. When he walks over arid plains, the 
springs of milk and honey. as in a mared of 
Bacchus, seem to rise beneath his tread. 
The repast he serves is always 
sumptuous, but it seems to create 
an appetite in proportion to its 
abundance; for who has ever beard of the 
reader that was cloyed with Macaulay? In 
none, perhaps, of our prose writers are les- 
sons, such as he gives, oftruthand beauty, 
of virtue and of freedom, so vividly asso- 
clated with Gelight, Could some magician 
but do for the career of life what he has done

trast. He might have added that when, 
after the lapse of such a half century as thie 
last has been, the popular judgment in 
favor of Macaulay ie es unanimous and 
emphatic as we see it to-day, the judg- 
ment of experts has evidently been over- 
ruled by that ot ahighercourt, Thosewho 
read him in their youth, read him again in 


their old age, only to find that he has lost 


none of his matchless fascination; and, we 
may remark, the more they have read 
between youth and age, the stronger 
will be their appreciation and admiration 
of what the elder Bulwer somewhere calls 
**Macaulay’s luminous common sense. 
The phrase is as true aa it is fine. Whether 
the reader agrees with the opinions ex- 
pressed or not, he is struck, not merely 
by the quantity of common sense they 
contain, but by ite unique quality. It 
fairly glows with life and light. 
The points of the argument are illumined 
as by an electric spark. He touches dead 
facts;and figures with his magic wand, 
and they leap up and oeoonfront you 
as if they were alive. Let mous- 
ing critics do their worst—as they have 
done—they cannot weaken, much less 
destroy the popularity and power of Ma- 
caulay with the general reading public. 
Gladstone knew what he was saying, and 
why he said it, when he wrote this: 


For works of the mind really great there is 
no old age, no Gecrepitude. It is inconceiv- 
able that a time can ever come when Homer, 
Dante, Shakspeare shall not ring in tne ears 
of civilized man. On a lower throne,in a 
less imperial ha ot the same mansion, we 
Delieve that Macaulay will probably be 
found, not only in A. D. 2000, which he mod- 
estly specifies, Dut in 8000 or 2880, which he 
more boldiy formulates—or for so much of 
this long. or any longer lease, as the com- 
mentators on the Apocalypse will allow the 
race to anticipate. 
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RAILROADS AND COMMON ROADS. 

In treating the subject of the geology of 
the common roads of the country in the 
report of the United States Geological 
Survey Prof. Shaler urges a point well 
worth the favorable consideration of rail- 
road managers. 

According to the report a great disad- 
vantage of the good road movement arises 
from the faci that almost half the area of 
this country—that having nine-tenths of 
the crop-giving value—lacks adequate ma- 
terials for highway construction. In sug- 
gesting means to overcome this disad- 
vantage Prof. Shaler says: 

Our railway authorities should be brought 
to realize the very great and pressing im- 
portance of their favoring the transporta- 
tion over their lines of road-making mate- 
rials. The greater number of roads in this 
country are in effect branches of one or 
more railways. So far only a few rallways 
have been disposed to foster the betterment 


of highways by fixing the eharge for mate- 
rials for their construction at actual car- 


riage cost. 
The highways are the feeders of the rail- 


roads. The bulk of the freight traffic 
must reach the railroads by way of the 
highways. When the roads are so bad 
that the farmers cannot market their 
crops the railroads go without 
freight and all other business on the line 
of the roadsis affected by it. Asarule, 
other things being fear equal, the farmer 
markets his crop in the direction of the 
best road. 

The fostering of good road construction 
isa matter of practical business which will 
richly repay any railroad which engages 
in it. It would doubtless pay railroads in 
the long run to supply road material along 
their lines free of freight charges. The 
least they can do is to reduce the charges 
to actual cost of transportation.

A GREAT LITTLE BATTLE. 


One hundred and thirty-five years ago 
last Thurdiay—Sept. 18—was fought, on 
the Plains ot Abraham, what may very 
properly be called a great little battle— 
little, in the sumbers engaged; great in 
the results. me English army on the 
ground was between 4,441 and 4,828 men, 
including officers. The French forces are 
variously estimated between 3,500 and 
6 ,000—probably 4,500 would be nearly cor- 
rect. The English losen killed, wounded 
and missing was 664; that of the French 
probably about 1,200. Me commanding 
Generals, Wolfe and Mont&]m, were both 
killed. Sucha battle as tha, during our 
civil war, would not have raiked higher 
than a heavy skirmish; yet itwas really 
one of the great battles of higory—far 
greater than Waterloo, which decided 
nothing beyond the fate of one mani while 
this decided the fate of a continent hy all 
time. ; 

The immediate fruit of the victory Ws 
the possession of Quebec, but this was fo. 
lowed in less than a year—Sept. 8, 1760— 
by the surrender of Montreal and the en- 
tire territory of Canada andall its de- 
pendencies; and by the treaty of Paris, in 
1768, this surrender was made perpetual, 
and Canade was lost to Frahce forever. 
In other words, the great little battle de- 
cided that the English-speaking race, and 
not the French, should be the dominant 
and directing power in North America—as 
ithas beenfrom thatday forward. The 
biood of Wolfe, and those who died with 
him one hundred and thirty-five years 
ago, purchased a priceless prize. 

But the great little battle had other re- 
sulte of which the vietors did not dream. 
Green, in. his ‘‘History of the English 
People, says: With the triumph of 
Wolfe onthe Heights of Abraham began 
the history of the United States.’’ The 
Swedish traveler, Kalm, said in 1749 that 
the presence of the French in America 
gave the strongest assurance to England 
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. while they had as near and 
dangerous neighbors, were very giad to 
have the protection of the mother coun- 
try, but as soon as these neighbors were 
removed they felt quite able, not only to 
protect, but to govern themselves, and 
the beginnings of the Revolution quickly 
appeared. | 

Prance lost New France“ through the 
inconcelvable indifference end stupiility 
of that most desploable of all her kings, 
Louis XV. To gratify the mingled spite 
and pride of hig mistress, Pompadour, he 
joined Austria in the war against Frederic 
of Prussia; and when, in 1756, Montoalm 
was sent to America, he could get but 
1,200 troops to take where as mauy 
thousands would not have been too much, 
At the same time 100,000 were sent to fight 
the battles of Austria. When, in 1758-59, 
Montcalm sent Bougainville to France to 
inform the King of the desperate con- 
dition of affairs in Canada, he could only 
get less than 500 men to reinforce the de- 
pleted and discouraged army; and the 
reason given was that ‘‘all the strength of 
the Kingdom was needed for a decisive 
operation in Europe. Canada was actu- 
ally sacrificed by Louis XV. to please a 
concubine. 
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THAT the case of Mrs. Keyes, the incur- 
able pauper, who was sent here from Dick- 
son, Mo., represents an imposition which 
is systematically practiced on this city 
there can be no doubt. St. Louis is un- 
doubtedly compelled to take care of a 
large number of unfortunates not properly 
chargeable to the city. Some remedy 
should be provided, but it is difficult to 
provide one. Humanity forbids the send- 
ing of sick and unfortunate persons from 
one place to anotherin an endeavor to fix 
them on the authorities of their homes. 
Either the State should provide for those 
who are thrown on the city or the law 
should enable the city authorities to col- 
lect from cities or counties for the mainte- 
nance of paupers whom their officials im- 
pose on it.

The report issued by the committee of in- 
quiry as tothe management of the Chelsea 
Hospital tor Women is very interesting read 
ing in the light of recent controversies, and 
the report of the local medical officer of 
health, Dr. Louis C. Parkes, The committee, 
of which Lord Balfour was Chair- 
man, and Sir Charlies Dike. Lord 


Fandburst, Sir John Williams (representing 
the College of Physicians), Mr. H. G. Howse 
(representing the Oollege of Surgeons), and 
Mr .

A BIG STRIKE AHEAD. 


The Grievances ef 35,000 Massachusetis 
Spinmers and Weavers. 


FALL RIveR, Mass.; Sept. 15.—The Spinners’ 
and Weavers’ Associations both held erowd- 
ed meetings this afternoon, and, as a result, 
38,000 textile operatives of this city are prac- 
tically on strike, The spinners held a 
special general meeting in Carrollton Hall 


and voted to strike. The Executive Com- 
mittee recommended thatthe strike allow- 
ance be reduced from $5 to $4 per weet, and 
after the second week to $3 until further 
action be takes. The Weavers’ 48 
sociation also held 4 big meeting 
this morning in Music Hall. The weavers 
voted to continue the vacation“! unt 
the old rate is restored, but as they refase to 
go to work under the present rates they are 
virtually out onastrike. There was no de- 
Date atthe meeting. The recommendation 
of the Textile Amalgamated Committee that 
all operatives keep away should an attempt 
be made to start on Monday was adopted. 
The operatives of the King Phil ip mill who 
have been on a strike for several weeks Ff: 
granted half strike pay for the last three 
weeks. It was decided to appropriate $1,000 
a week from the funds of the unos to be 
distributed among the needy members. 
The strike of the spinners will force over 
half of the mills to shut down even should 
the weavers decide to go to work. The opin- 
ion among the operatives is that the manu- 
facturers will start up in a short time at the 
old rates. 


The Offer BRej-cted. 

New Yor«K, Sept. 15.—The coatmakers of 
the Brotherhood of Tallors, who are striking 
against the sweating system, have rejected 
the offers made by the Clothing-Makers’ 
Association. These terms, although ex- 


pressed in different words. were identical 
with the demands embodied in the 
agreement submitted by the strik- 
ers. When the State Board of 
arbitration yesterday at the conference suc- 
ceeded in obtaining the concession from the 
association that only week’s wages were io 
be paid to the exclusion of plece work, ana 
that a bond was to be deposited 
as security for the carryin,s out 
of the association’s romises, it 
was thought that the strike would be 
ended. The members of the committee 
of strikers who were presentat the confer- 
ence said that they were not empowered to 
ratify any settlement that might be brought 
about by the commissioners until the con- 
sent of the whole executive board has been 
obtained. Accordingly a recess was taken to 
enable the strixers’ committee to confer and 
report back. The commissioners waited 
a long time this afternoon, but the strikers’ 
representatives did not return. This morn- 
ing one of em said to a reporter: We 
don’t care for arbitration. We are 
willing to fight withowt it. Arbditra- 
tion will only protract the strike. By next 
week, without the intervention of the 

Board of Arbitration, there will not be a 
man who will not be at work. Indeed, 
he added, We don’t expect a single con- 
tractor to be out of line in coming over to us 
by Monday.’ 

The cloak makers is still on, every day wit- 
nesses a few settlements, and also a few new 
strikes to offset them.

There are outstanding, in round numbers,

trust bonds of 10:per cent of his holdings.

How They Managed Local 
Politics Many Years Ago. 


PREQBBESSORS OF FILLEY AND BUTLER. 


It has often deen said that Thomas H. Ben- 
ton was the father of the primary election 
system. There is no doubt that he was one 
of the first public men hereabouts to suggest 
it, but it was long after Benton’s death that 
the system took hold. 

The old plan of getting control of party 
machinery closely resembled the ome now in 
vogue, but for many years after the war the 
ward mass- meeting was the beginning of 
party organization. It was the busi- 


ness of the candidate for a high 
office to see that enough of his friends 
attended the ward meeting to chooso the 
Chairman, and he appointed the tellers. 
They were to be relied upon to count the 
right man’s delegates in for service in the 
county convention, And thelr method Dears 
a very striking resembiance to the method of 
the partisan judge of election who came 
later, but before the Australian ballot law 
went into effect. They, like the partisan 
judge, went to the appointed place with a 
sepply of tickets that were meant to be voted 
ina dunen; and like him, they were ex- 

cted to get these tickets intoa position to 

counted without exciting the suspicions 
ofthe opposing. factions, It belag under- 
stood whom the successful Chairman would 
appoint as tellers, the hat linings of these 
persons, or one or more of them, were filled 
out with ballots, as a preliminary precau- 
tion. When the wearer of the ‘‘stuffed’’ hat 
was appolsted he took it from his head and 
began passing it through the crowd. When 
a number of votes had been deposited he 
brought all his dexterity into play to pull 
down the hidden tickets upon those already 
cast. If the scheme were not overworked 
the individual voters might have their sus- 
picions, but they could adduce no proof. To 
this extent the mass-meetings were fallures. 

But Col. Wm. Hyde, who was a close ob- 
server by necessity of all these events, avers 
that the elections were conducted with com- 
— fairness, and there was far less 

Hot-voz stuffing then than now. More- 
over, the packing of ward mass-meetings 
was generally accomplished witn residents 
of the ward. Nen having large industria) 
interests would ring in their employes, but it 
was almost always an affair of the ward.

THEY WILL REMAIN IN THE ICE FIELDS 
ANOTHER YEAR. 


‘Dr. Vinceut Comes Back Sick—Trials Eu- 


countered in a Temperature 65 Deg. 
Below Zere—Thé Histeric Iron Me- 
teortte at Cape York Measured—Little 
Miss Peary—Imcidents of the Voyage. 


Narr. N. 8., Sept. 15.—A dispatch from 
St. Johns, N. F., says the Peary main aux!l- 
fary expedition entered the harbor there at 
lo’clock. They left Peary, Lee and Henson 
at Falcon Harbor, ‘they will stay an- 
other year. Most of expedition last fall 
and winter was devoted to preparations for 
the inland ice journey te Independence Bay, 
which began on Maren 6, With a party of 
eight men, twelve siedges and ninety-two 
dogs. Five natives also assisted during the 
first two Gays of the march. On April 18 
Peary, Baldwin, Clafke and Entrekin, with 
twenty-four dogs and no siedges arrived 
at <Anniversary Lodge, baving made 
184 miles in thirty - one days, 
and there left their remaining 


Supplies and equipment, leaving Astrup, 
Lee and Davidson im charge, Dr. Vincent of 
Springfield, In., having been previously sent 
Dack sick and excused from further service. 
Bad weather and a succession of storms cul- 
minated on March 19, while twenty-three 
members of the expedition were at a camp 
forty miles from the lodge at an elevation of 
5,000 feet. In the storm which continued for 
four Gays, the temperature averaged from 
45 to 6 below rero, and reached a minimum 
of 60, and the wind for thirty-four hours was 
Diowing forty-eight miles an hour. All the 
explorers escaped injury. except Davidson, 
whose left foot was frozen, but he has since 
recovered. Many of the dogs were frozen 
solid and many others had to be chopped oat 
of the ice. 

Peary, Baldwin, Entrekin and larke pushed 
on, and in fourteen days were *ighty-fve 
miles further. The maximum day’s march 
was eighteen miles. Disease carried off 
many dogs and the party were so redeced 
with the hardships they had undergone that 
the plans for the summer could not possibly 
be carried out, and only one-fourth of the 
distance to Independence ey had deen 
made. It was decided to return. The dogs 
continued to die on the homeward march, 
compelling the abandonment of the sledge 
Guring last May. Om the trip they surveyed 
a hitherto unknown coast lune into Melville 
Bay for 150 miles. 

leary and Lee are the first white men to 
locate and measure the historic iron meteor- 
ite near Cape York, which they will Dring 
home next year. Mr. Entreken and Dr.Vin- 
cent made a siedge journey to Littleton 
Island, and would have reached Kane's 
headquarters bat for open water. Vr. and 
‘eary made a sledge journey to Olnix’s 
Bay. Miss Peary, who was 1 year old last 
Wednesday, returned with the party. Lieut. 
Peary accompanied the Falcon as far 
as Cape York, hoping send home a 
meteorite, but the ice made it 
um possibie, 110 left the ship on 
Aug. 2, thirty-five miles north of Cape 
York, in au open whale boat with Henson 
and a crew of five natives, bound for Falcon 
Harbor, 150 miles Gistant. Atidal wave on 
Oct. 31, 188, destroyed the launch and dories 
and swept away more than half the oll sup- 
ply. of which a portion was afterward re- 
covered. Ihe launch proved of little service. 
The party at the lodge is ampiy supplied 
with provisions fora year, and will be sup- 
= on inland ice nextéepring by the na- 

ves. 

The auxiliary expedition, despite the fact 
thatthe ice was heavier and more general 
than for many years, accomplished much 
Important work, all that was in any manner 
practicable. Communication with Peary was 
not opened until Aug. 1, and Falcon Harbor 
was not reached until Aug. 20. Carex 
Islands, Capt. Faraday and Clarence Head 
were thoroughly searched, and the deaths of 
the Swedish explorers, Bjoriing and Kalies- 
tenius, settled. 

Relays were brought from Carey Island 
and a skeleton, supposed to be that of a 
salior, was properly interred.

The Letter Written by Secretary Car 
isle to Senator Manderson. 


A DECLINATION TO PAY SINCE THE 
DATE OF THE NEW TARIFF ACT. 


Authority of the Treasury Department— 
Claims Allowed and Adjasted—Im- 
portance of the Word ‘‘Hereafter’’— 
Herbert’s BReturn—General Washisg- 
ton Nows. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—Secretary Carlisle 
has written to Senator Manderson declining 
to pay any sugar bounties since the date of 
the new tariff act. The Secretary states 
that he has arrived at the conclusion that 
such payments cannot be made without fur- 
ther legisiation by Congress. 

After quoting from the act of Oct. 
the Secretary says: 

This provision confers the only authority 
heretofore possessed by the Treasury De- 
partmentto pay a bounty for the produc- 
tion of sugar and contains the only appro- 
priation made by Congress for that 
purpose. The sugar for which 
bourgty is now claimed was 11 


roduced while this statute remained in 
orce, and some ofthe claims were actually 
adjusted and allowed by the proper account- 
ing Officers of the Treasury Department de- 
fore the 25th of August, 1894, when the aet 
entitled. Au act to reduce taxation, to pro- 
vide revenue for the Government and for 
other purposes,’ took effect. The question 
presented for consideration is not whether 
the producers of sugar have or have not 
a valid claimjagainst the Government of the 
United States for the bounty which 
had acerued before the repeal, but 
whether the Seeretary of the Treasury 
now has authority to pay it. Asno money 
can be drawn from the Treasury except in 

ursuance of an appropriation by law, it 
ollows that if Congress has repealed the ap- 
propriation mace by the act of Oct. 1, 1890, 
the authority of the Secretary of the Treas- 
uryto payany bounty for the production of 
any kind under the said act is terminated. 
The sugar for which bounty is claimed was 
produced under that act and the claims are 
made under that act. 

1 do not think the word ‘hereafter,’ as 
used in paragraph 182, can be held to relate 
only to the ‘production’ of sugar 80 as to 
prohibit the payment of bourgty only on 
sugars hereafter produced. The entire pro- 
vision for the allowance and payment of 
bounty is repealed, and in addition, Con- 
gress has seen proper to declare in express 
terms that it shall be unlawful to pay any 
bounty after the act took effect. 

For the reasons thus briefly indicated, I 
am constrained to deeline to make payment 
upon any of the pending claims.

PLANTERS’ HOTEL. 


Opening To-Morrow of the Splendid New 
House. 


The new Planters’ Hotel will be opened in 
due form to-morrow, and the event will 
mark a period in the histary of st. Louis 
showing its progressive strength and sol- 
idity, which permitted it to go ahead in spite 
of all the depression and financial strin- 
gency from which outside cities were suffer- 
ing. 

The dullding as it stands to-day, on one of 
the best sites in the city, with its perfect 


equipment, almost entirely complete, repre- 
sents an investment of St. Louls capital 
amounting to about $2,000,000. 

The bistory of the hotel enterprise is an 
interesting one, and shows what St. 
Louls can do when it really wants to. 
During the winter ef 1891 and 1892 Festus J. 
Wade secured an option on the old Planters’ 
House and proceeded to incorporate the 
Commonwealth Realty Co., with $600,v00 
capital, with Mr. Um. H. Thompson Presi- 
dent, Mr. J. B. C. Lucas Vice-President, Mr. 
Festus J. Wade Secretary, with Messrs. 
August Gehaer, Samuel M. Kennard, C. b. 
McLure, Mu. C. Wetmore and Edw. Mallinck- 
rodt holders of the bulk of the remainder 
of the stock. ihe new company 
at once came before the Festivities Associa- 
tion with four alternative. sites, and on 
April 5, 1892, Mr. Wm. H. ihompson, on de- 
half of the local syndicate, presented tothe 
Festivities Association’ the proposition. 
The proposition was accepted, the plans of 
Mr. Isaac Taylor, the architect of the new 
Planters’ Hotel, accepted, andan agree ment 
drawn up between the company and the Au- 
tumnal festivities Association whereby the 
latter were to pay $100,000 bonus as the work 
progressed. The Commonwealth Realty Co. 
took advantage of a clause in their 
lease last spring and bought the site out- 
right for $500,000. Twelve hundred thousand 
dollars were spent on the actual buliding 
and more than $200,000 moreon the furnish- 
ings. The total cost of the hotel and ground 
was upwards of $1,900,000, or nearly 32, 
000,000. In addition to the $100,000 bonus 
from the Autumnal Festivities Association 
the Commonwealth Realty Co. received $160, - 
000 donus fromthe Fourth street property 
owners.

He was in 
charge ofthe Windemere Hotel in Chicago 
during the Worild’s Fair. The new Planters’ 
hotel will be run on both the American and 
European piagp.

How the Spread of Asiatic Cholera 
May Be Prevented. 


THE RESULTS OF THE AIV YORE 
HEALTH BOARD'S EFFORTS. 


Jenkins Gives Mie Experience in 
Hauling Immigranste Whe May Oarry 
Infeotion—How the Germt of the Dia- 
ease May Bo Destroyed.

New Tonk, Sept. 15.—Dr. Jenkins of the 
New York Health Board says: rue ex- 
perience of 1892 taught us the necessity of 
watching the statements made by physicians 
throeghout the country regarding cholera 
among adelt tmmigrants. From time to 
time statements were made that immigrants 
had died of cholera. Patients were hur- 
riedly buried without further investigation. 
This was the case not only in places 
far removed from the city, but 
evem inthe city itself. The reports show 
that there were eleven cases of cholera, of 
which nine were fatal. There was a death 
rate therefore of 100 per cent im the cases 
thus proved to de cholera by bacteriological 
examination, as nine cases proved to be 
cholera. 

At Quarantine the rate was 25 per cent and 
the highest rate abroad was 75. It was de- 
termined that a representative of this de- 
partment should in future be present in 
cases of alleged cholera to receive a 
portion of the material and make 
an examination. In New Jersey, in 
1898, the re were said to bea number of cases 


ofcholera. This department disinterred the 
only case We were permitteé to, made an 
examination, and found tbat it was not 
cholera. One theory aavanced by experts 
was that decomposition destroyed tbe chol- 
era germs, and yet this case was recorded as 
one of cholera. We therefore urged 
that 1 42 animal and vegeta die 
matter should be deposited in water supply 
infeoted by the cholera as Deing more eflica- 
clous, perhaps, than filtering in removing 
the germs. he next theory was that tkis 
development in New Jersey was the result 
of files carrying the infection from swin- 
burne Isalnd over to Jersey, and yet 
of 176 to 1,00 employes on the island, who 
were in less than 100 feet of the cholera 
patient not one eontracted the disease, The 
most recent case of cholera is said to have 
occurred at Cumberland, Md., that of aa 
immigrant from Bavarig. This case was 
saia bya doctor to de ch@lera, On the re- 
port published by a morning paper, that 
thet patient bad arrived on the steamer 
Kibe, which came into port on Sept. 3, 1893, 
we dispatched one of our doctors there. ue 
body was disinterred and material taken for 
an examination, which showed that the 
physician’s name was not on the passenger 
list ot the steamer Elbe, and the Dacterio- 
logical examination showed that there was 
no cholera in the cage. 

The history of cholera at this port shows 
that in every instance where the ship has 
brought the Infection to this port the devel- 
opment of the disease has been within forty-

THE ENTIRE PARTY WAS RESCUED BY 
A FRIENDLY FisHING VESSEL 


Despite the Less ef Their Steamer the 
Explerers Had a Profitable Veyage— 
Sciemtisie Stadied the Glacters and 


Collected Specimens of Natural His- 
tory—One Views of Arctic 


Spleuders Phetegraphed — Dr. Cock 
Will Start Again Next Year— Believes 
Greenland Will Beceme a Popular 
Summer Res ert. 

New Yor«k, Sept. 15.~A fine tron steamer, 
$20 fect long, completely provisioned and 
equipped, the table laid for breakfast, and 
with several thousand dollars“ worth equip- 
Meats and scientifie tnstraments, may be 
Wandering somewhere onthe ocean with- 
outa living person on board. fhe steamer 
a6 the Miranda ofthe Red Cross Line, 1,158 
tons burden, which, on the morning of Adg. 
28, was abandoned by the Cook Arctic Ex- 
pedition, about 188 miles off the coast of 
Labrador. She hed all steam up at the time, 
and when last seen was heading in a 
southerly direction with her pumps working 
regularly. Noone saw her go down. 

Twelve days before a sunken rock had 
punchedaholein her bottom, but as she 
had many water-tight compartments and 


little cargo, the Miranda floated easily. At

Beas, it is said the pumps were keeping well 
ahesd of the water. Even had the pumps 
teased working, it is believed by more than 
one member of the expedition that the Mi- 
randa would Doat, being light and buoyant, 
and der interior compartment doors being 
closed. Two pigs were the only living things 
lett on board when the ship was abandoned. 
All ofthe members of the Cook Aretie ex- 
pedition which, under the leadership of Dr. 
Frederick A. Cook of Brooklyn, left New 
York July 7 for exploration and sport in 
Greenland, lost their personal belongings. 

Over his own signature, Dr. Cwok tells the 
readers of the SUNpaY Post-DIsPaTCH the 
story of this expedition from start to finish 
and gives the reasons which led him to 
abandon the steamer in the polar regions. 
His knowledge of the Artic was acquired on 
other polar expeditions, but be never made 
atripso full of incident, 60 rich with ad- 
venture and so thrilling in its dangers and 
marvelous escapes. 

At no time within the history of man 
has the Arctic attracted s0 many 
explorerers, scientists and adventurers as 
this year. While China and Japan have deen 
Jumping on each other, Congress trying to 
reguiate the tariff, and the whole country 
onthe eve of a political struggle, in the far 
North, men miles ceyond civilization, de- 
yond the struggle for subdsistance and su- 
premacy, there bas beenand is at present 
_@aite another contest, not for dollars and 


cents, mot for supremacy, but for more 
knowled . The number of expeditions to 
the North this ear is unparaileied. The 
misfortunes which have befallen Wellman 
and myself are said to be an effectual stay 
but not so. Since my return I have received 
several letters, not only from members of 
my own expedition,who shared fortanes and 
misfortunes with me, but from others who 
intended taking part in the journey. 

That Greenland will in the near future be- 
comea popular summering plave for the 
energetic adventurous public I do not 

. civiliga- 
tion andit possesses strange attraetions. 
Every one capable of enjoying the wonders 
of nature who bas ever been North wishes to 
return afain. This is the history of every 
expedition and the invariable experience of 
the members of every Arctic 
nterprise. There is an indeserib-. 
able someth ng about the place which 
dwells in th and at- 
tracts the fascination 
ever drawing back to the 
nes of snow and ice, and of wild nature. 

Uring the trip which we have just con- 
claded, many such observations were made 
by different members of the party in con- 
fRertion with the phenomena. The atmos- 
| of Greenland was strangely pure and 

from Gust. Indeed, it is so pure that 
there are few particies of Gust or dirt in the 
air to condense water or raln into large 

rops. Thefog, while very wet and thick, 
mot become as Opaque as that of the 
temperate gone. 

The Esquimaux, perhaps the oldest 
and most interesting aborigines in the 
world, are tobe found in Greenland in a 

itive state. These are a few of the 

scinations about Arctic exploration. When 
the Arctic explorer is asked what it is that 
makes him long to return, itis usually quite 
impossibie for him to expiain. 
OFF ON THE MIRANDA. 

In previous expeditions men have deen 
chosen for their muscular ability to undergo 
physical endurance and withstand harda- 
ships. After my return from my second trip 
to the Arctic many of many friends per- 
suaded me to organize an expedi- 
tion open t all. This I did 
_@arly in the present year. When the 


time arrived for our start, | was surprised 
that out of the many thousands of applica- 
tions there were really fifty who were in 
earnest. Lat frst thought of chartering a 
steam whaler for this, the frst Arctic excur- 
sion, Dut after some difficulty I found that I 
was unable to obtain any whaling vessel 
sulted tomy purpose, hence | chartered the 
steamship Miranda of the Red Cross Line. I 
had no intention or desire to put her ia the 
polar pack or run any risks in having her 
‘@rushed between the heavy ice foes. This is 
Bot at all necessary in acruise along the 
Greenland coast. 
The story of bow we left New York on July 
7, the names of the prominent members of 
my party, oer early fortunes and mis 
fortunes, before we left for the Arctic, have 
already been told in the Post-DIsPaTcH,. Our 
observations and studies begun with our 
first stop at North ** Cape Breton. 
Here Prof. Dyche, assisted by the other nat 
Uraists, collected a numberof interesting 
Specimens. Prof. Wright and the other 
Ogists found here the evidence of pre- 
lous glacial action. At St. Johns, our 
Second stop, some collections were made 
and still More interesting geological studiee. 
STRUCK AN ICEBERG. 
Leaving st. Johnson the 17th of July, the 
Weather was calm and most beautiful. 
Hundreds of icebergs were seen from the 
@ecks of the Miranda and we began to enter 
an ocean which is truly arctic in character. 
Indeed, more icebergs are to be seen along 
the coast of Newfoundland and Labrador 
than along thé southern coast of GVreeniand. 
As we approached Belle Isle we were la 
‘volved in a heavy fog and the ice 
bergs were numerous on ever side. 
The Miranda was put to half s 
but suddenly her progress was iutercepte 
One of the largest icebergs that we 
had seen. The 1 * were at breaktast 
at the time and the collision shook the ship 
from stem to stera. Nearly all the dishes 
were smashed and a general excitement, 
which lasted but a few minutes, broke oat

The third party left was under the charge of 
Robert D. Ferry and was left with the under- 
standing that they were to proceed to Rigou- 
lette and along Sandwich Bay to the interior 
of Labrador. The first party Das already re- 
turned by way of St. Johns, The other two 
arties will return with the coast mail 
eamer to St. Johns and from there to New 
York by the Red Cross Line. 

The Miranda now returned to st. Johns, 
and within a few days permanent repairs 
were effected and we were agate on our way 
to the far North. is time we 
t @ more easterly course to avoid 
the icebergs whieh are constantly drifting 
along the coast of Labrador and Newfound- 
land.

OFF GREENLAND COAST. 

We were now less than a week from 
civilization abd the strange and alluring 
coast of Greenland was before as. The ragged 
peaks, capped with sraow, the strange val- 


leys filed with glaciers and the leebergs all 
combined to Make the scene the most täter 
esting lever beheld. We pushed along the 
coast, dodging ice fora few days and finally 
reached Sukketoppen, the largest mative 
settiement on the Greenland coast. This was 
on Aug. 6, The members of my party were all 
anxious and eager to be the rst to put their 
foot upon Greenland soil. The members of 
the expedition were soon divided into see - 
tions and engaged im the work and ih the 
duties for which we bad started ont. Prof, 
Wright, with his assistants, started to study 
the glaciers and their movements and infia- 
ence; Prof. Dyches“ organized parties to 
collect specimens of natural history; Profs, 
Brewer and Gilson made careful obser- 
vations of the geology and meteorology, and 
of the fauna and flora ofthe new land. Dr. 
Samuel F. Orth, who was the botanist, with 
his assistant, collected some 6,000 botanical 
specimens. Those ofa Sporting turn of miad 
andthe few who were tourisis spent their 
time along the coast fishing for salmon aad 
hunted for Geer and seal, enjoyed the native 
canoe races and the pleasure boat paddled 
by native bellies. The sport was excellent. 
Withasmall black fiy one member of the 
party cought over 100 salmon trout in a pe- 
riod of less than two hours. The fishermen 
were also quite fortunate with salmon, and 
by dropping a line off the rocks cod could be 
pulled up at any time, the deep water comin 
right up to the shore. None of the members 0 
the party was able to Kill deer, but the same 
day that the sporting party returned a native 
boat arrived with tweaty-fve deerskins aud 
an abundance of venison. Great quantities 
of birds were secured; indeed, marine birds, 
either ducks, gulls, guillemots, auks, fal- 
cons or eagies, are found along this coast in 
great abundance. Strange as it may seem 
they migrate to thie northern region for 
breeding purposes, and it is here that they 
ballad their nests and hatch thelr young. 
Nearly a thousand specimens of the 
Gifferent varieties of bird lite were 
secured in this locality, and while 
our party did not secure many seals, the 
natives secure seal, walrusand the smaller. 
whales im great abundance. 

Some of the members of my party spent 
their time in mountain ciimDing and pros- 
pecting. Others, headed by Prof. Elias Lyon 
of the Harvard School at Chicago, made bio- 
logical collections. Those of a literary turn 
of mind took copious notes for future arti- 
cles, and among the memders of the party 
sixteen Cameras registered the different 
scenes. Ide oficial photograpber bad se- 
cured 1,000 larger negatives, the frst of the 
kind which had ever Deen taken. 


QUAINT OLD SETTLEMENT. 
@Thistown of Sukkertappen is perhaps the 
prettiest of all the Danish Greenland settie- 
ments. It boasts of fouror five houses anda 
chureh built of wood, imported from Den- 


mark, and some twenty or twenty-fve Es- 
quimau houses, called gigloos, built of moss 
and stone. There isa native settlement of 
about 400, but at the time of our stay most of 
the inhabitants were women, the men being 
away on hunting trips along the coast and in 
the interior. The Governor of this town isa 
Dane of the name of Biestrup, who 
has been ia Greenland sixteen 
years. Allofthe members of my party were 
treated royally. We had numerous dinners 
for the Governor on board the Miranda, and 
the Governor had the members of my party 
ashore for lunches nearly every day. The 
night in this locality is but a few hours in 
length. The town is situated about fifty 
miles south of the Arctic circle. Every even- 
ing an Esquimau dance was provided for 
the pleasure of the party. 

The temperature varied from about (0 to 
60 deg. above sero. The members of 
the party wore no overcoats but 
were usually dressed in the ordinary 
spring suits of civilization. The natives 
dressec in furs when they were not able to 
obtain other material. The women do up 
their hairina anique topknot, bound with 
ribbons of difierent colors, the maidens 
wearing red, the married women biue, the 
widows Diack and the grass widows green. 
The coat is made of dirdskin, covered with 
light cloth, and serves as Underwear. The 
Fsquimau women never wear dresses, but 
instead tight-fitting trousers of seal skins, 
neatiy made and handsome! decor- 
ated with different shades of leather. 
Boots meeting the trousers above 
the Knee and made of sealskin with 
the hair removed, complete the outfit. This 
part of the men's attire isthe same, but in 
these days they usually secure trousers from 
some Vessel, and their boots are made of 
sealskin. 

All of the members ot my expedition were 
char med with this, their first visit among 
tne Esquimaux, the atmosphere was pure 
and the strange conditions were all con- 
ducive to health and vigor. A ravenous ap- 
petite was the result of the active exercise 
and the long sea voyage. We had all gained 
in health, in weight and in spirits. If it 
were but possible to convince the health- 
seeking public of the wonderful influence of 
the Arctic atmosphere and surroundings 
what a tide of immigration would be turned 
to Greenland. 

WRECK OF THE MIRANDA. 

It wasinthe midst of our glory, as we 
bad just left this town, that the Miranda 
struck the sunken rock. We were at ihe time 
seven miles southeast of the harbor, on our 


way to Disco, after spending a few days at 
Sukkertappen. It was at 8 0 in the morning 
when the accident occurred, precisely the 
same time of day that we had cvullided with 
the iceberg, and we began to regard that 
hour as fatal. The charts that we 
had were frem the Hydrographic office, 
as well as the Admiralty charts. 
Neither of these showed the sunken reef, but 
we afterward found that it was clearly 
marked on the Danish charts, which we did 
not have. When the ship struck the sunken 
rock the party was at Dreakiast, telling sto- 
ries of the strange things that they had seen 
and all * perfectiy happy at the pros - 

ets for the future. Ihe Miranda was go- 
ngat full speed at the time, but she was 
brought to a sudden stop. There was a 
beavy sea rolling and a strong easterly wind 
and twice after the first shock the sea raised 
the Miranda and dropped her on the rock. 
Bome excitement prevatied and more dishes 
were smashed. 

At the first shock all Rands rasbed on deck 
aud for a few seconds the ship was sup 
to be sinking. But the carpenter, after test- 
ing the vessel for leaks, reported th she 
was not making water, and the 
quieted down.

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lief parry myself, accompanied by Messrs. 
Ladd, Porter, Thompson, Rogers and Dun- 
hing. We were in an open at, secured 
from the Governor. My object wasto pro- 
ceed 140 miles north across the Arctic circle 
and secure for our assistance one of the 
American schooners which I knew to be fish- 
ing along the coast for halibut. Assisted by 
the matives, five days sailing and paddling 
brought us to Holsteinborg. From this port 
lagain sent native couriers north and south 
to ald mein securing a vessel. Much to my 
surprise, no vessel was in sight, but Gov. 
Muhier of this town informed me that 
six schooners were piying along the coast 
and could not more than 100 
miles away. He, however, advised the 
bria ging of the Miranda to HalstetnDorg. He 
showed me there a clay beach, 500 feet in ex- 
tent, over which there Wasa tide of twenty 
feet. He advised that we bring the Miranda 
to this port and try to repair her bottom on 
this Dank. 

But while we were discussing the feasibility 
of this project I had gent Messrs. Porter and 
Thompson to scale the mountains, and with 
Glasses scour the horizon for the American 
schooners supposed to be fishing. They re- 
turned and reported having seen one 
schooner which had passed by the harbor 
that day, steering for another harbor seven 
or eight miles south. I dad previously sen: 
a courler in that direction with letters ad- 
dressed to captains of American fishing 
schooners. One of these couriers boarded 
the schooner, which had been seen from 
the mountains, and delivered to the 
Captain a letter in which 1 said that we 
would stay at Holsteinborg fora week. He 
at once manned a dory and started for Hol- 
steinborg. The natives reported the boat 
coming about midnight and although the 
sky was overshadowed by clouds it was 
nearly as bright as day. After telling the 
circumstances and discussing with him the 
situation, Capt. Dixon of the schooner Rigal 
of Gloucester, Mass., Who was my visitor, 
decided to submit the matter tothe mem- 
bers of his crew. He said that if 
they concluded to abandon their fishing 
prounse for this year we woula find 
the schooner outside the port flying a flag 
the next day. Upon the following day we 
eagerly looked for the Rigal. She was 
sighted fiying ber fag and standing of and 
on outside the harbor. We at once moved 
— and baggage on board. But our Es- 
auſmau companions would not follow us and 
insisted upon returning along the coast in 
small open Doats. These they prefer to 
larger vessels, which they say are only fit 
for Esquimau women and children, aithough 
entirely suitable for Europeans. They sar- 
casticaily term any large vessel an omlak or 
large woman’s boat. 

We started for Sukkertoppen. It took us 
three days to getthere, as we encountered 
rough seas and a severe storm. At Sukker- 
toppen arrangements were made to Rave the 
Rigal accompany usintow. The passengers 
were transferred to the schooner and each 
man was allowed an ordinary seaman’s sack 
or dunnage bag, which he could all with 
Whatever be chose. These dunnage bags 
would hold as much as an ordinary steamer 
trunk, It wasabsolutely essential that we 
should reserve room forthe Miranda’s crew 
in case she became disabled. Hence, I did 
not think it safe to overload this littio 99-foot 
schooner with gage when she was to 
carry ninety-one people all told. 

ABAFDONED THE WRECK. 

When we arrived at Sukkertoppen with the 
schooner we stood off about 5 o’clock in the 
morning. The passengers on shore had de- 
come very anxious about us, as we had deen 
away ten days, while they expectsd us back 
in eight or nine Gays, and already visions of 
our remaining there all winter and living on 
biubber and seal were entertained by them. 
They had dees sending out messengers aud 
watchers to the different ints for some 
vessel in sight. It was eariy on the morn- 
ing of the 19th of August that the Rigal 
was sighted. All the native Kyackers 
inthe town and all the boats that could be 
manned, including the ship’s boats, came 
out to meet us. Even Capt. Farrell of the 
Miranda was out tn an open boat to greet 
us, two miles of coast. It was a very happy 
and satisfactory incident when that fishin 
schooner, the Rigal, entered the Harbor o 
Sukkertoppen, small and insignificant as 
she seemed beside the large and comfortable 
Miranda. The passengers then went aboard 
the schooner, leaving a crew of 
thirty-three on the Miranda. twenty

THE SHIPWRECKED CREW. 

In the distance we could see her lights and 
we could hear the voice of her captain giv- 
ing orders, asthe crew were Making ready 
to abandon the ship. Wethen signalled the 
Miranda, Shereturned our signals. In this 
way we learned that she had burst her bal- 
last tank and was making water rapid. 
Capt. Dixon of the Rigal advised Capt. Far- 
rell to abandon the Miranda at once. The 
barometer was 
“hile the 
the sea was 
indications pointed impending 
storm. Buttheoficers of the Miran“a u- 
sisted on remaining on Doard till daylight. 
As we lay Dehind her, most of us on deck ex- 
citedly discussing the impending fate of the 
ship, we could see her lights ahead as she 
rolled to ana froin the darkness. Occasion- 
ally we heard the footsteps of men rapidly 
running about on the decks of the steamer 
and the voices Of Officers issuing orders. It 
was at 3 o’clock in the morning that the first 
boat load of men came to the schooner, 
when the actual abandonment of 
the steamer was begun. The members 
of the stewarda’s department were in this 
first boatload. Then a second boat load of 
men came fromthe Miranda, in charge of 
Second Mate Dahl. The dories of the Rigal 
were launched to assist in the work, and the 
boats kept golag to and fro between the two 

The last boat load arrived from the MI- 
randa at about 8 o’clock in the morning. 
Yet the schooner was still in tow, as the 
steamer had deen abandoned with full 
steam up. Smoke was issuing from her 
funnel and the pumps were working well, 
as we could see from the torrents 
of water that were falling from her side. 
Whenthe last boat load had come aboard 
the Rigal the captain cutthe tow line. The 
Miranda was headed for &. Johns at the 
time. She steamed rapidly ahead, and we 
all watched her as she drew steadily away. 
Some expected her to go Gown Defore their 
eyes, but while the Miranda remained in view 
there was no perceptible differeace in her po- 
sition. There was no ice in sight and she had 
a clear sea in front. Everybody had been 
transferred to the Rigal, and on the II- 
fated steamer nolife remained except two 
pigs and innumerable rats. It was hard to 
belle ve as she steamed steadily away, the 
smoke coming out of her funnel, and the 
pumps throwing water from her sides, that 
the ship was abandoned and without human 
Girection, She gradually faded from our 
sight, andthe poor Miranda finally disap- 
peared in the hazy distance of the Arctic seas. 

The Miranda had five good water-tignt com 
partments. The leak in tue Daliast tank 
was under the engine-room inthe central 
compartment. While I have very little faith 
in her belng now afloat, and while it was 
certainly dangerous to remain upon her in 
the threatening storm, there is yet a small 
chance that she has not gone tothe bottom. 
lf her water-tight compartments were per- 
fect und the weight of the cargo was not too 
great, she could afford to fill her central 
compartment and still float. The officers 
delle ve, however, that sue has gone to the 
bottom, Before the transfer had been ef. 
fected the crew broke into the lockers con- 
talning the spirits and, besides drinking a 
liberal quantity, stuffed their pockets with 
bottles of liquor. When they reached the 
schooner some of them were unquestionably 
in a very intoxicated condition. But no- 
body on the Miranda was intoxicated at the 
time she struck the reef. 

The Miranda was abandoned 800 miles of 
the coast of Greenland and 160 miles from 
the Labrador shore, in lat. 60 degs. 30 min., 
long. 58 degs. 40 min., at & o’clock on the 
morning of Ausg. 28. As soon as 
the Miranda kad vanished from our sight we 
turned our attention to the little schooner 
and prepared for the lon pg, before us, 
We arrived safely at Sidney, pe Breton, 
after fifteen days of varied experiences since 
abandoning the Mirandato herfate. U 
our arrival we had a dinner atthe South 
Sidney Hotel and began to separate. Some 
went by rail, others remained there and the 
rest came to Halifax by the steamer &t, 
Pierre. 

Iam not at all discouragea by the mishaps 
of this trip. While we have not accomplished 
all that we started out to do we have yet ae 
complished some things we did not expect 
to. Ishall begin preparations at ones for 
another trip next year. I am certainly con- 
vinced that Greenland will at some time With- 
inthe near future become a popular sam- 
meriug place.

that it enraged the wearer of the tile, is 
putting it mildly. He swore vengeance, 
it is said, against Mrs. Mott’s 
summer boarders. The following day a hay- 
ride was planned by the Mott contingent and 
advertised throughout the village, as such 
oe usually are. In the afternoon 
of that day M. Farley lodged com- 
pilaint against the prospective hay- 
riders fer noisy conduct, and disturbance of 
the peace of the village generally, with the 
Mayor of Eisah. The latter, it is said, dele- 
ated Town Marshal Howard to arrest the 

ott boarders in a lump and to take them in 
the act.

Aprmounceé by the Secretary ef State of 
Arkansas on the Elections. 


LITTLE Rock, Ark., Sept. . The fecre- 
tary of State to-day announeed the oficial 
returns ofthe election held in Arkansas on 
Sept. 8. The returns show that Clarke 
(Dem.), for Governor, received 174,809 votes; 
Remmel (Rep.), 26,00; Barker (Pop.), 24,541, 
making a total of 129,481 votes, being 29,431 
less than were cast at the State election 
two years ago. The decrease ig attributa- 
ble to the operation of amendment 
No. , which requires ever "Set to 
pay a poll tax before he can vote. 1 * 
seven counties voted against the ener 
cehsee. The total vote of the State on the 
liquor license was 49,656 for licensee and 61,- 
292 against, which shows that a majority of 
the votere in Arkaheas are Opposed to the 
saloon. The vote, however, only affects 
those counties in which there was @ majority 
against license.

TRENTOR, Tend., Sept. 15.—Senator Isham

CHOLERA SPREADING. 


The better of Sergeen Irwin te the E. 
rine Hespital Service. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 15.—Surgeon 
Fairfax irwin, who has been watching the 
course of cholera in Europe, has written to 
the Marine Hospital service from Glasgow 
under date of Aug. 28, as follows: 

There has been an extension of cholera 
in Germany and in Austria-Hungary since 
last report, extensive ‘ia Galicy, but in Ger- 
many not alarming. The disease appears 
to de ata stand-stillin Holland andjBelgium 
and bas not increased greatly in Russia. On 
the whole it may be said that the 
spread of cholera is not £0 
alarming as at this time last week 
and at the danger point, the 


Prausso-Russian frontier, it appears to be 
well unger control. As far as danger to the 
United States it concerned it may be said 
that very fewemigrants are going forward 
atthistimeand atthe ports of Great Brit- 
tain (an inspection of which I have just com- 
pleted). All precautions as to detention and 
disinfection are beingtaken, Indeed neariy 
all the greater steamsbip lines are deciining 
to take emigrants from infected ports and 
have instructed their agents tothat effect. 

Isolated cages oO! cholera still continue to 
occur in the provinces of East Prussia, 
chiefly in the district of Landsberg, but the 
only spot where it has assumed tne charac- 
ter of an epidemic on this side of the Russian 
frontier ig the village of Niedzwedzen, in the 
district of Johannisbery, where upto sunday 
last there bad been six\(y-seven Cases and 
twenty-one deaths. All precautions, how- 
ever, dave been taken, and there is not con- 
sidered to be any cause for lncreased anxiety. 

‘*Owing to the danger of the importation 
of cholera from Russiathe Prussian authbor- 
ities have ordered thatthe frontier between 
Upper Silesia and Kussia shall be blockaded. 
Until further notice travelers will not de al 
lowed to Cross the borders except at certain 
specified points and after careful medical 
examination. The Koelnische’s Zetiung of Aug. 
44 states that the day before the following 
cases occurred in Germany: 

At Trohil, near Danzig, 4; at Little Plehnen- 
dort, 2; at Weienhzelmunde, I, and Old-Schlos- 
gen 1.

have occurred recently to shock people who 
have resorted to this dissolution of the mar- 
riage tie. 

One of these was the Action of the Supreme 
Court of Oklahoma. This court in a case of 
appeal decided on Sept. 8 that all divorces 
granted by any probate judge in the Terri- 
tory since Aug. 14, 1698, are null and void, 
This decision is a far-reaching one, for 
within the specified time fully $00 divorces 
have been granted in the Territory by Pro- 
bate Judges, many of them to people well 
known in St. Louis. 

A more serious event for divorooes is the 
action of the high court at the Hague in the 
matter of the application of Baron de Stuers 
for a separation from his wife and the 
custody of his children. This invalidates all 
divorces granted in the State of South Dako- 
tasofaras Holland is concerned. Sioux 
Falls, S. D., where Mme. De Stuers was 
granted a divorce,is the chief divorce center 
ofthe country aud the @miaceto which all 


people eager to be free* from marital re- 
straints look for relief. It had previously 
been supposed that South Dakota divorces 
were unassailable. 

Mme. de Stuers, a niece of William Astor of 
New Vork, dcquiread a legal residence at 
Sioux Falls aad was granted a divorcee in 
March, 189%. The following day she married 
Elliott Zborowsk!. Her former busband, 
who wasthe Dutch Minister at Paris, then 
entered sult in Holland. He has Deen granted 
a separation and thecustody of the children, 
and he now Geclares that if Mrs. Zborowsk! 
comes within the jarisdiction of the courts 
of Holland he will have her arrested for 
bigamy. 

Underterred by such events as these the 
rash continues to Sioux Falls. 

The colony consists of two distinct classes. 
The Orst and smalier number is composed of 
good. honest women, who, unwilling to air 
their grievances and expose their family 
skeletons to their own townspeople and to 
see their names Dandied from one Ang eeand 
to anotber, go there, knowing that the di- 
vorce laws are not as striet as those of the 
Eastern States, and that you can obtain re- 
lease from galling ties Dy other means than 
the proving of the breaking of the sixin 
commandment. These women go to Sioux 
Falls and bury themselves in some private 
family, hoping to escape notice, foolisuly 
thinking that no one will suspect their 
errand, and bravely bending their backs to 
the burden, prepare to take up their new life 
as cheerfully as possibie. 

The second class is composed of women 
who have violated their marriage vows, who 
have formed a mad infatuation for some 
man, and whose only object in going there is 
to take advantage of the lenient divoree 
laws. To these women the opinion, good or 
bad, of man or woman, isa matter of per- 
fect indifference, either as to their past or 
their present conduct.

THE DIVORCE COLONY. 

It is said that the new-comer to Sioux Falls 
never catches the spirit which permeates 
the social and moral structure, and which is 
the true spirit of the place. To one who has 
never breathed the same air nor lived side 
by side with the men and women who com- 


pose the divorce colony in Sioux Falis it is an 
impossibility to realize its degradation, 

A new feature, and a strange one, too, is 
the number of men in Sioux Falls seeking a 
dissolution of the marriage tie. At present 
there are more there than ever before at one 
time since the place became a divorce center. 
lhese men have trivial excuses asa rule 
mental cruelty, drunkenness, non-bearing of 


wh bouts are so uncertain as to make 
Personal service an impossibility, then the 
summonsis published. This entails a wait 
of seventy-two days also. Here it is that 
the triekery comes in. When the 

has no wish or desire to serve the defendant 
personally, either through fear of letting 
alm or ber know tbat a divorce is being 
sought or from motives of haste, the sum- 
mons is published, and at the expiration of 
the seventy-two days the divorce is granted, 
as there is nothing te prevent it. 

These are the divorces which are looked 
upon with disfavor ia the East, and in every 
Case they have been set aside. The de- 
fendant may plead that he or she knew noth- 
ing whatever about the action for divorce, 
and if they can bring positive proof that 
they could have been easily found if the 
plaintiff nad in good faith tried to ind them, 
an Eastern Jadge hn DouRnd to set the South 
Dakota decree aside, 

This last proceeding is what has brought 
the Dakota divorce into such disrepute, and 
it is generally the Baroa Hulots of the colony 
who .ave recourse tothbistricx«. In the end 
it is a dangerous one, as the second marriage 
is very apt to be pronoaneéed illegal. 

As a rule those who tase advaatage of the 
pubiication clause care very little whether 
the second marriage is set aside or not. 

In contested cases the delays are often 
long and tedious, the defendant Delng able 
to postpone the case from one term of the 
court to another, often entailing a delay of 
months. One pilaintif—® is Known to have 
been an actual resident of Sioux Falls for 
eighteen months. 


THE HOTELS, 

The Cataract House is the principal hotel 
andthe pivotal point of the towa. It 16 a 
dark brown building with three stories and a 
mansard roof. There is a dalcony inclosed 
on two sides by the projecting stores, but 
open to tiie street on the side facing Philips 
avenue, which is the favorite lounging piace 
ot all the menintown. Here all the choicest 
bits of gossip are whispered and from thence 
spread broadcast. 

It is the custom for a member of the colony 
to givea supper the night the divorce is 
granted, and then there are riotous rejoic- 
ings. One lady, abeuta year ago, upon ob- 
taining her decree, sent out invitations fora 
very eliaburate supper.

towna day or two later, and after her de- 
parture it was discovered that none of the 
favors had been paid for. The majority of 
the guests were honest enougu to return the 
silverware to the jeweler. 

It there is any prospect of a sPicy divorce 
case the employes of the hotel all know 
about it and noise it around town. The son- 
sequence is that the court-room is crowded 
with an eager crowd of townspeople, who 
listen with avidity to the stories of crueity 
and nastiness with which most of these 
cases abousd. Ide farmers flock into the 
tows ou that day and listen in open-mouthed 
amazement and with shameless admiration 
to the doings of the big bugs from other 
States. 

The next dest hotel in town is the Com- 
mercial. This house as a square, fat brick 
butiding, and in summer, with the sun’s 
rays pouring upon it, one of the hottest 
looking plates imaxuinabie. The ladies’ 
entrance is dow an alleyway and in through 
a storm door, 

The third hotel ts the Merchants’. This 
stands in @ lonesome, unkempt part of the 
town, opposite the ramskackie Milwaukee 
depot, and is a tumbiedown affair. The 
rooms are shavdby and uncemfortable. The 
rates are $1.50 per day, but the table, for the 

rice, is considered as good as that of the 

taract. 

At this hotel, which, by the way, is kept 
by the newly-elected Mayor, is at present 
residing an authoress, Narie Walsh, whose 
fame has called forth the following eulogy in 
one of the local papers:

THE EMPRESS AND THE CHURCHES, 


r | It is well Known what an interest the Ger- 


man Empress takes in the erection of new 
churches and the renovation of old ones. 
Thus far within the six years of the present 
reign eight new temples of Protestant wor-. 
ship has been built in Berlin alone, either at 
her instance or at least in consequence of the 
encouragement and impulse furnished by 
her. The latest ofthe charches buflt under 
ber patroorge. the new Church of Reconcill- 
ation, was dedicated a few days ago. 

The magnifieent Emperor William Memo- 
rial Church, while not yet finished se far as 
its tall steeple is concerned, is almost entire y 
furnished in its interior. About 18,000,000 
marks have thus far been expended upon — 
all the result of voluntary contributions and 
free gifts from the whole German nation 
even Jewish financiers having contributed 
liberall E.

An Accounting Asked for et the Goulds 
and Russell Sage. 


New Tonk, Sept. 15.—Sult hasbeen begun 
in the United States Circult against Russel! 
gage, George Gould, Edwin Gould, Helen and 
Howard Gould, as executors of the late Jay 
Gould, by L. J. Morrison, atforney 
for John Quincy Adams of Quincy, 
Mass., asking for an accounting of 
$11,000,000 worth of raliway stock, trust 
ponds, etc. The papers ask that Russell Sage 
and George Gould be removed from the 
trusteeship of the consolidated mortgage of 
the Kansas Pacific Ratlway Co. ; that Sage be 
enjoined from interfering with the 
trust assets, and that a receiver for such 
assets be appointed. The complainant in 


detall alleges that in May 1, 1889, the com- 
pany executeda deed of trast to Sage and 
Gould, as trustees, to secure certain obliga- 
tions known as Kansas Pacific consull- 
dated bonds, and as  coliateral 
veyed in trust to Sasce and Gould 
80,000 shares of the Deaver Pacific 
Rallway and Telegraph Co. The complain- 
ant states that, trusting in the honor of 

sage and Gould, he bought $5,000 worth of 
these bonds. He continued in this manner: 

And now, your orator shows that the said 
Gould and Satze were false and faithless to 
to the trust, and soncelived the scheme of 
taking to themselves the Denver Pacific 
Trust stock and appropriating it them.

ork judgeship, purporting to allow the 
mortgage company to take the 
property of the bondholders. Thereupon the 
trust stock was passed through the mort- 
gagor company to Gould and Sage, and it, or 
ite proceeds, were taken by Goula and Sage. 
and have ever since been retained as part of 
their individual estates.’’ 

The complaint, in continuation, states 
that the devices are nulland void and ‘‘give 
no color of legality to the acts of spoliation 
eommitted by Gould and Sage. 

In conclusion, the complainant prays 
the defendants be Gecreead to  ac- 
count for the proceeds of the 
trust stock and ail increments; that 
Sage and George Gould be removed from the 
trusteeship of the company; that the re- 
spondents be enjoined from interfering with 
any of the trust assets, and that a receiver 
be appointed for such assets. 

Subpoenas were issued from the court for 
Russell Sage and Edwin Gould, and were 
served om them on July 23d. Service was 
acknowledged. 

Attorney laggard, one of the counsel for 
the executors of the Jay Gould estate, said to 
a reporter this morning. 

‘The adams, suitis based om mainly the 
same charges on which the indictment of 
Jay Gould was asked for some six years ago. 
The matter was investigated then and an 
indictment refused.

The Issue Hangs on the Question of Arthur Duestrow’s 
Mental Condition. 


Details as to His Reported Queer and Unbalanced Actions While in 
the St. Louis Jail—His Guards and Jail Associates Uncertain Re- 
garding His Sanity—He Had Strange Visions at Night and Told ot 


Them—A Confirmed Cigarette Fiend. 


Unless Judge Hirzel consents to a further 
delay, Arthur Duestrow will be placed on 
trial to-morrow morning for the murder of 
his wife and oha. The trial is totake place 
at Union, sixteen miles west of St. Louis, 
Duestrow's attorneys having taken a change 
of venue fromthe scene of the tragedy on 
the ground that the people of this commun! 


ty are so prejudiced against the murderer , 


that he could not be given a fair trial. 
The crime has attracted widespread inter- 


Deestrow When First Committed to Jail. 

est, partly because the murderer is almost a 
millionaire and chiefly because of the singu- 
lar brutality of hig deed. Duestrow was the 
only son ot a rich old German, who made a 
fortune in the famous Granite 
silver mines and left 
an estate of more than $1,000,000 when 
he died. This gave to the son an income of 
$20,000a yearend it has been increased to 
$80,000 by the recent death of bis mother, 
while journeying abroad. Almost from cha 
hood he was a stupid, lazy fellow, so stupid 
that after attending medical college for sev- 
eral years he was eompelled to drop out of the 
class without a diploma. Too much money 
and nothing todo but spend it proved a 
curse, for instead of trying to improve his 
intellect and fit himself for a useful life, he 
squandered his riches in drunkerm debauchery 
with dissolute and disreputable men and 
women. 

He became enamored with a prostitute and 
abandoned his wife and child much of the 
time for her society. The woman grew tired 
of him and tried to persuade himto be more 
attentive to his family. She says he threat- 
tened tokill her if she threw him over 
and it is also stated that he told his mistress 
that be was going to put his wife out Of the 
way in order to give the mistress no further 
excuse for wanting to get rid of him. she 
says he asked her if she would take care of 
his child if he got ria of his wife, The 13th of 
last February he was was with his mistress 
for several hoers inthe morning. It is said 
that she tried to persuade him to go home 
and that he repliedthatif he did he would 
kili his wife and return and live with the 
mistress. In the afternoon he bired a sleigh 
ana drove to his house at 1724 South Comptor 
avente. He was drunk. On entering the 
house be quarreied with a servant and at- 
tempted tostrike her. His wife interfered 
and the drunken husband shot her three 
times. She sank to the floor mortally 
wounded. The fiend then seized his 2-year- 
old child, pressed its little form against the

A B8UNDAY PostT-DisPaTcH reporter went 
into the Four Oourts jail Thursday afternoon 
im Company with Jaller Kraemer. The prison 
regulations permit all prisoners who behave 
themselves tocome out of their cells once 
each day and stretch theirlegsin the great 


corridor round which the cells are ranged. 
It was during theexercise hour that the re- 
porter entered. All of the cell doors were 
Open and nearly all of the 800 inmates were 
promenading up and down the stone flag 
ging, some laughing and chatting andarm- 
nh-arm with fellow jail birds, and others 
deres and scowling and alone. 

**You won’t see Duestrow, said Kraemer, 
unless ou go over to the other 
Side of the corridor and peek through 
the grating of his gell. You may do 
so if you wish, but please do not try and 
engage bim in conversation.’’ 

**Isn’t he permitted to talk with visitors?’’ 

On yes, 80 far as any prison rule is con- 
cerned, but ever since he came here he has 
refused to talk with even his old and most 
intimate friends. He won't even talk to us 
or to anyone but his lawyers and the man 
who looks after his cell.

HOW DAVIS DIED. 


Detatis of the Execution ef the Utah 
Wife Murderer by Sheeting. 


Sar Lax. Utah, Sept. 16.—In a small ro- 
mote canyon two miles south of the line 
dividing Salt Lake from Utah County, Enoch 
Davis was yesterday morning shot to death 
for the murder of his wife. The law of Utah 
allowed him to choose between shooting and 
hanging, and he choose the former. Press 
Gispatches yesterday announced that the 
execution took place, but these further de- 
taille are interesting. Davis sat to a chair 
witha bitof white paper pinned to his coat 
over his heart, six rifies cracked at the word 
Are“ and death was instantaneous. Mar-

The marshal read the death warrant.

He complained of being hungry and was 
given a chicken sandwich, and began to eat 
it ravenousiy. He asked for coffee, but as 
there was none he took brandy instead. He 
was then escorted to thechair, asking that 
he be not blindfolded, with the remark. ‘‘I 
want to look at the tent where those cow- 
— are hid who are going to shoot me like a

While the final preparations were being 
made he was given another drink of liquor. 
Marshal Brigham stepped tothe side of the 
tentand gave the signal, and six guns were 
pushed through the holes, the word was 
given and the roar was as one. Davis sat in 
the chair, with muscles twitching involun- 
tarily. An examination was promptly made. 
Four balls had gone through the paper, one 
cut the edge and one missed. Davis was 
dead. There was not the slightest struggie. 
The body was coffined and tendered to the 
relatives. They declined to receive it and 
the Marshal brought it back tothe peniten- 
tlary and buried it in the convicts’ cemetery. 


MURAD V.’S FATE. 


Fer Eighteen Years Ne Friend Mas Ever 
Seem the Deposed altas e Face. 


Lonpox, Sept. 15.—The story in dispatches 
from Constantinople reviving the rumors of 
the death of ex-Sultan Murad V. recalis the 
terrible fate of that monareh. Since the 
present ruler, Abdul Hamid II., mounted the 
throne, eighteen years ago, his elder brother 
and predecessor, Murad, bas been immured 
as a State prisoner at Cheragan, a palace on 
the Bosphorus, near the splendid palace of 
Dolma Bagtche, which is devoted 
to the reception and entertainment 


of foreign Embassadors and Princes 
visiting Constantinople. During all 
this time Murad’s nearest and dearest 
friends have not been permitted to see or 
correspond with himor Dave the certainty 
whether he is living or dead. No boat or 
eaigue is ever aliowed to approach near the 
bank on which the palace- prison Is situated, 
and both by land and water the entrance and 
garden walis are jealously guarded. Neither 
is his face or igure ever seen at any of the 
windows of the palace wherein be has been 
buried alive for ali these long years. 

The ascension of Murad to the throne was 
heralded by a palace tragedy of the sternest 
sort—namely, the murder of his uncle, Abdul 
Aziz. His pretended suicide has long since 
been discredited and dtsbelieved by those 
who should Know best the circumstances 
surrounding that occurrence. Not finding 
Murad sufficiently pliable for their purposes, 
the conspirators, after afew weeks’ trial 
quietly deposed him by a palace plot, headed 
Dy his ministers and the Shelkui-Isiam, the 
head of the faith, without any popular 
disturbance or effustonof blood. His brother 
was declared Sultan, and Murad disappeared 
from the sight of man, like a buüubdle vanish- 
ing from the face of the waters. 

But Abdul’s life is nota constant joy, nor 
his seat on the throne from which his 
brother was deposed secure. Representa: 
tives of European Governments at the 
Turkish Capital say thatthe sultan has be- 
come the play thing of those who surround 
him. He isin constant terror for his per- 
sonal safety, and thoseabout him invent 
some imaginary plot and upset it the next 
day. By this way of working on Abdul 
Hamid’s feelinasthey obtain everything 
they wish. Diplomats say ali these piots and 
counterplots will some day end in a 
cataclysm which will completely wreck the 
now frail Ottoman Empire.

His Bold Scheme of a Forged Letter of Advice Pre- 
| ceding a Forged Draft. 


It Fell Through, and Upon His Arrest Vincent Proved to Be an 
Escaped Sing Sing Convict, a Dartmoor “Ticket of Leave Man,” 
and an Associate of the Renowned Walter Sheridan—From Jeff 


City Back to Sing Sing. 


The following story, told to me by Detec- 
tive ‘‘Jim’’ Tracy one day this past week, 
concerns the capture of a noted forger who 
tried to victimizea st. Louls bank to tze 
tune of $10,000, and is the closing story of the 
second series following those told by Chief of 
Police Harrigan and starting with one by 
Chief of Dectectives Desmond. 

Tracy is one of the tried veteransof the 
department, and is especially noted as @ 
mad of unflinching nerve, and courage equal 
to the most desperate occasions. He Arst 
joined the police force of St. Louis in May, 
1867, and as a patrolman walked a beat under 
Chief Harrigan, who was then Sergeant of 
Police. He worked with Harrigan in the 
famous Lou Dolman case and in many 
others, and has always acquitted himself 
with due credit. 

As a detective one of his working partners 
was James Duckworth, also concerned 
in some of Harrigan’s biggest cases. He 
also worked with ‘‘Bill’’ Tucker, Tom“ 
Smith and other old-time detectives, new 
dead, and is a walking lexicon of local police 
history. 

Tracy was the officer detailed to make the 
now world-famous trip to New Zealand in 
pursuit of Maxwell, the murderer of Charles 
A. Preller (the great trunk mystery ease“ of 
the Southern Hotel), and the story of his 
journey, ending in his return to St. Louis 
with Maxwell in charge, was published in 
full in all the leading papers of this country 
and England. 

But Tracy tells a story about himself under 
protest. You would think he was undergoing 
punishment during its recital. ; 


On the morning of Monday, Feb. 25,1884,said 
Detective Tracy, Cashier John Nickerson of 
the St. Louis National Bank, which was then 
located on the northwest corner of Third 
and Chestnut street, received a certain let - 
ter of advice purporting to have been signed 
by S. Chalarman, Cashier of the Union 
National Bank of New Orleans, La. This 
letter advised Mr. Nickerson in the usual 
way thatthe Union National Bank had that 
day issuedadrafton thest. Louis National 
Bank for the sum of $10,000, payable to Geo, 
A. Vincent, and asking that the draft be 
duly honored on presentation. 

As soonas Cashier Nickerson read this 
letter his suspicions ofits genuineness were 
arouged, and he promptly wired Cashier 
Chaiarman of the Union National Bank of 
New Orleans asking ifsuch letter and draft 
as mentioned had been issued Dy that bank. 

The reply came within the hour that the 
latter wasa forgery, as also, necessarily, 
the draft of the issuance of whichit gave 
notice. Upon receipt of this telegram Mr. 
Nickerson at once notified the police, asking 
that a detective be detailed to stay on guard 
atthe St. Louls National Bank during busi- 
ness hoursof each day for the purpose of 
arresting theone who should present the 
forged $10,000 draft for payment. 

I arrived at police headquarters at 8:50 
o’clock that morning and was detailed with 
Detective Tucker to work onthe case. Iat

Bribery 
at elections subjects the offender to impris- 
onment and to a une payadle to tue in-

It is made a misdemeanor for any person 
to use or threaten to use force or restraint, 
or to lafliet or threaten toinflict any injury, 
harm or loss in order to control, compel or 
induce votes, or by -duress or fraud to pre 
vent or impede another from voting at any 
public election.

The bili defines a Political Committee“ 
and requires every such committee to ap- 
point and maintain a treasurer; and re- 
quires that all sums of money received by 
such committee or members thereof for 
political purposes shali be paid over to the 
treasurer. Every treasurer of a political 
committee is required to Keep a book in 
which he shall enter and keep detailed 
statements of moneys received and ats. 
nursed by him; and after every election to 
fle asworn statement of such receipts and 
Gisbursements with the Recorder of Deeds 
for the County of the Ilreasurer's residence: 
which statements are to be kept open to pub- 
lic inspection. Failare of a ireasurerof a 
political committee to Keep sach accounts or 
to file such statements is made a misde- 
meanor punishable by fine.

158 dis- 
abled by wounds, when Pickett’s charge was 


met. 

The ist Minnesota was ordered out of line 
to be sacrificed by Pickett’s men while 
the Federal line was forming. Commis- 
sioner of Pensions Lochren, in his bistory of 
the part Minnesota took in the 
war, relates that Corporal Denn 
was shot in the band b a 
ball which also cut the flags taff in two, and 
that Henry D. O’Brien seized the shortened 
stafl without orders and rushed to the front. 
The men saw that the flag could only be 
saved by following its bearer and enthusias- 
tically joined with theenemy. Fighting was 
so close aud severe that bayonets, the butts 
of muskets and stones were much more 
effectively used than bullets. Maj. O’Brien 
got two wounds and his commission in the 
engagement. On the previous day he res- 
cued a wounded comrade from between two 
lines of the enemy. 

Maj. O’Brien’s medal was conferred upon 
aim in 1888. 

„ m. G. Um's medal was co 
in 1803. He was a member of the 9th Regi- 
ment, New York Cavalry. He was honored 
for rescuinga wounded comrade from de- 
fore the enemy’srifie pits at Port Republic, 
on the Upper Shenandoah River, Virginia,on 
Sept. 26, 1864. The 9th Regiment was ordered 
to ford the river and chargethe enemy. The 
river is only twenty orthirty yards wide at 
this point. Just before reaching the ford, 
the 9th was decimated Dy a deadly fire from 
concealed rifie pits on the farther bank.

TWO GALLANT RANSOM POST MEX.

hope of 150 volunteers who led the 
assault onthe works at Vicksburg by Sher 
man’s 15th Corps on May 22. Volunteers were 
called for. limited to two or three from each 
company in the corps, to open a wagon road 
leading tothe works. They got through ail 
obstructions, passed the ditch and planted 
their fag onthe parapet. By quick, adroit 
movement they escaped the artillery fire 
fairly well but were exposed to rifie Ore from 
the whole line and the ground was strewn 
with the dead.

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A Story of a Steel Mill in the 


ä Old Days. 


THE YULCAN’S NEW SUPERINTENDENT. 


Written for the SUNDAY Post-DisPaTCH. 

The Vulcan Steel Works had been mant 
facturing nail slabs, merchant steel and 
billets for three months, with great success, 
and now the price of steel rails had gone up 
and it was proposed to start up the rail mill 
again. 

In the excitement attending the success of 
the company’s experiment and the rapid 
advance in the market price of steel, Mr. 
Wilcox, the President of the company, a 
most liberal man and a thorough 
gentieman, was of the opinion that 
he ought to have a man out from the East to 
superintend the mill. Accordingly Mr. W. 
of the Edgar Thompson Steel Works was en- 
gaged and brought with him a friend to take 
charge of the converting mill. Both gentle- 
men came highly recommended, but experi- 
ence inthe East will not assure success in 
West. 

With their arrival new rules were posted. 
„A shift was ordered to come to 
work Sunday night in order that 
the mill might be started Sunday 


might instead of Monday morning. There 
was a general protest among the employes 
aud old Tom Cass, foreman of the gas-louse, 
prophesied that the order would result in 
no good. It was carried into effect, how- 
ever, and at 6éo’clock Sunday nigut the fires 
in the converter were kindied and in a

14 abulan bow Is made broad and fiat in- 
stead of rounded, except where the hand 
rests. This portion must be whittled round 
and left rather large. The bow should be 
a bout two inches wide above and below the 
hand- space, and narrow gradually towards 
the ends. the back may be ornamented 
with red, black and yellow paint, with the 
heads of brass tacks, or with any other ap- 
propriate decoration. 

The most dificuit thing in making arrows 
is to get them perfectly straight. Rolling 
them over a fat surface will gen- 
erally show any imperfection in this 
respect. After whittling them to the de- 
sired thickness, scrape and sandpaper well, 
Onish of with emery paper until smooth 
Lead points may be moulded on after first 
cutting a notch around the end ofthe shaft.

4 quiver, or case, for holding arrows may 
be made ofa cylinder, Oneequally good, 
tough less bandsome, may De made froma 
piece of tin pipe two feet in length and 
closed at one end with a piece of wood. The 
shoulder strap may be attached by cutting 
holes in the tin, or the case may be covered 
with cloth and the strap sewn to this. 

If purchased in the stores good, well-fin- 
ished bows of second-growth ash and other 
American woods cost from §1to$3. Bows of 
lancewood, snake wood, yew and otber for. 
eign growths, cost from 5 to 8. Target ar- 
rows range in price according to length from 
$1.60 to $2.50a dozen. Hunting arrows, with 
barbed heads are «still higher, while birding 
arrows, with pewter points, are somewhat 
less expensive. Bowstrings cost from 20 
t O cents, anda quiver with belt from 51 
to $2. 

There is but one way to shoot well, and it 
is best to adopt that at the outset. 

First, string the bow. Then put the arrow 
‘*nock’’ on the string with the right hand 
while the left grasps the handle of the bow, 
holding it horizontally. Hook the first, sec-

Allow it to rest, Never put it away 
strung.

BINDING THE FEET. 


A BMiesionary Deseribes the Method 
Precticed by the Chinese. 
According to Dr. Haslep (China Medical Mie- 
sionary Journ«<i, June, 1888) the ordinary 

method of biading the feet is as follows: 
While the great toe is left straight, the 
other toes are folded on the plantar surface 
of the foot, often until the tips of the toes 
are on a line with the edte of the inner side 
of the foot, and then the foot is bound 
**snugly.’’ Gradually the bandage 
is made tighter and tighter. 


When the metatarsal bones do- 
gin to curve, making the characteristic lump 
on the dorsum of the foot, the bandages are 
tightened more rapidly than before, If 
swelling takes place above the ankle. the 
foot is bandaged more tightly. If ulceration 
oecurs, the foot is bandaged still more tight- 
ly. Swelling is not a desirable complication. 
Ulceration is greeted with joy, for it is usu- 
ally a sign that the foot is yielding gracefully 
to the inevitable. Lan siau Kiah’’ (uicer 
small foot) is a common saying. To make 
the smallest foot with the minimum 
of suffering and produce no un- 
toward results is the desidera- 
tum; this process should take about ten 
years. Patience will then show her perfect 
work ; that which foreigners calla deformity 
and restricted locomotion are necessary 
sequela, not untoward results. They begin 
to bandage the feet of a child when she is be- 
tween g and (years of age. Generally the 
sery ces of a professional bandager are ob- 
tained. This woman carries with her a 
stock of small wooden shoes of various sizes. 
These are the patterns, Her patrons 
choose the sige desired, A contract is then 
made to have the foot ofthis size in a cer- 
tain length of time—three years or moreor 
less as the case may be. The professional 
bandagers, for the most part, fulfill their 
contracts with superb indifference to the 
children’s sufferings, and sometimes with 
such results as the death ofthe child, gan- 
grene of the feet, necrosis of bones, ete. 


A MOVING MOUSTAIR. 


The Strange Mass of Basalt in the Colum: 
Dia Cascades. 


A traveling mountain is found at the Oas- 
cades of the Columbia. It isa triple-peaked 
mass of dark-brown Dbasait, six or eight 
miles in lengtu where it frosts the river, 
and rises to the height of almost 2,000 feet 
above the water. That it is in motion isthe 
last thought that would be likely to suggest 
itself to the mind of anyone passing it, yet

A Pretty Automaton 


The industry of building ag has 
deen thoroughly revived ia France, One of 
the latest specimens is the ‘ts s giri,*’ 
an exceptionally ingenious automatie figure. 


The spinner is arrayed in the picturesque 
style of the Watteau period. The face looks 
— natural, andthe hair t bles in crisp 
curis around the pretty forehead, caused by 
the motion of the foot and handsand the 
driving mechanism. The action of the spin- 
ning wheelis quite realistic, and the spin- 
ner’s band seems totwist the thread as she 
. it from the loom and winds it onto the 


pool, 

The building of an automaton of this kind 
is a very complicated affair, The whole 
scheme must fret be outlined aud designed, 
before a model can be made ofit either in 
clay or in wax, from which a hollow mould 
iscast. Every important partof the Ofgure 
is represented in this mould, 

Great care is bestowed upon the costume, 
so as to conform with the epoch from which 
the subject is taken. The mechanism is 
always complicated, and requires an

A Pit of Torment in Inyo County, 021. 
The Hottest and Mest Deadly Spot in 
the United S@tates—Stories of Awful 
ren Undergone There.

New York, Sept. 13,—The Valley of Death, 
Inyo County, California, is the loneliest, the 
hottest, the most deadly and dangerous spot 
in the United States- It isa pit of horrors— 
the haust ofall that is grim and ghoulish. 
Such animal and reptile life as infests this 
pest hole is of ghastly shape, rancorous nat- 
ure and diaboli ugly. It breeds only 
noxious ani venomous things. Its dead do 
not decompose, but are baked, blistered and 
embalmed by the scorching heat through 
countiess ages. It is surely the nearest toa 
little hellupon earth that the whole wicked 
world can produce. , 

Special Agent H. B. Martin of the United 
States Land Office has just returned from a 
four aud a half months’ investigating trip in 
this horrible desert. Heand his party were 
compelled to sustain life by eating lisards 
and such vermin during most of this time, 
and they have endured unspeakable horrors. 
Each man in so short a period has lost from 
15 to 20 pounds in weight! Martin arrived 


in San Francisco last week and said he would 
cheerfully resign his office rather than visit 
the loathsome loeality again. * 

Death Valley is situated in the southeast 
corner of California. It Is about eighty 
miles broad by thirty-five long. a com- 
prises some 800 square miles of the most des- 
Olate country on the face of the globe. Its 
northern extremity is the boundary line be- 
tween California and Nevada, and it extends 
in a southeasterly direction, and it is riy 
200 feet below the level of the sea although 
within 200 miles of the Pagific Ocean, and 
lofty mountal anges intervene between it 
and the sea. Ae 

The Telescope Mountains tower above it to 
the height of 11,000 feet on the west, and it Is 
bounded on the east side by the Funeral 
Mountaths, whose peaks are searcely less 
high. Sul, tiga parched and arid wilder- 
ness. It knows no shade. No friendly clouds 
ever intercept the scorcBing rays of the sun. 
No moisture ever falls to cool the burniag 
sand. Hot, suffocating winds sweep down 
the chasm, laden with Diinding sand, Vege- 
tation is unknown save for here and therea 
sickly cactus. 

Of fresh water there is none, but a iquid 
having the Nr of water oozes in some 
parts from the salt and lava beds. It is 
deadly poisom. There is no humidity; 
simply a straightforward, business-like, in- 
dependent, sizziing heat which keeps the 
thermometer ta the region of 180 in the shade 
all the tame, and the visitor has to provide 
his own shade, 

This frigutful place originally earned its 
name away back inthe days of Argonauts. 
In the summer of 1850 a wagon train con- 
taining a party of thirty emigrants passed 
through the Mormon settlements bound for 
the new Eldorado. They ascended the Funer- 
al Mountains, and went into the Valley of 
Death. Only two survived totell the tale. 
Twenty-eight were kilied by heat and thirst. 
But these are not the only instruments of 
death which justify the title ofthis horrible 
canon. 

A tracklese waste of sand and salt, shim- 
mering by day beneath the rays ofa more 
than tropical sun; on entering there is no es. 
cape. Hemmed in all sides by titanic rocks 
and majestic mountains, full of treacher- 
ous pitfalls, faise surface and quivering 
quicksands, surrounded by a silence that can 
almost be felt, in its most cheerful aspect 
Death Valley is enough to appal the stoutest 
heart. 5 

As if presided over by cunning devils, and 
to enhance its treachery, the traveler is 
treated to delusive mirages. Green lands 
and sparkling springs of water appear 
temptingly in his path, only to recede or 
- as he advances into the hopeless 
tomb, 

But when night comes countless lizards 
squirim out of their burrows, rattlesnakes 
wriggle across the alkali crust, horned toads 
creep about and scorpions and tarantulas of 
enormous size sharpen their claws and hustle 
around in search.of prey. All these are ab- 
normally armed with weapons artfully con- 
trived to aid their master in this terribie 
Kingdom of Death. Herware also the head- 
quarters of that most hideous and horrible of 
American reptiles, the deadly glia monster. 

Of birds there are very few in the neighbor- 
hood of Death Valley. Though that funeral 
fowl, the raven, may be heard in the woods 
that skirt its edge, crying with mournful 
notes for the many travelers whose dried 
and mummified corpses are scattered over 
the burning plain, he rarely, if ever, vent- 
ares down to the fatal torrid level. Some 
few specimens Of animal life contrive to 
exist in this desert, but they are of unique 
species and essentially freaks. As ifin sy m- 
patby with the uncanny nature ofthe place 
they have impish habits and distorted anato- 
mies, such as Imgoldsby attributed to the 
fantastical devil’s family conjured up by 
Satan for the temptation of the good st. 
Anthony. 

ere are rats with extraordinary ears, 
which bulge out at the side to anextent 
known in no other asimals. There are 
„kangaroo rats“ and ‘‘kangaroo mice, 
which get over the ground with a sucesssſon 
of vigorous hops, ‘They live in burrows and 
have great, powerful hind legs, but no fore 
legs worth mentioniag. Their tale are sur- 

risingly long ana st „ Still, according to 
Br. C. Hart Merriam the Department of 
Agriculture, wholed anexploring expedi- 
tion three years ago, they gre not to the 
true sense elther rats or mice. They belong 
to families quite differen}, 

Ope of the most curfous rodents peculiar to 
Death Valley is the scorplon mouse,’’ which 
lives wholly upon scorpious and gets fat at 
that. By instinct, probably evolved through 
generations of unpleasant experience, it 
knows enough not to tackle its prey at the 
business — Thenthere is the *’grasshop- 
per mouse, which bas a strong taste for 
centipedes;and ‘*pocket mice, with hu 
wallets outside their throats to store provi’ 
sionsin. Notforarainy day, though, for it 
never rains in these infernal regions, 

All these little creatures are in themselves 
barmiess to bumanity; yet they 
in the diabolical scheme for the 
of life in this den of the Gestroyer. 
as if they were merely placed there as food 
for the terrible roptles with which the gorge 
abounds, and who are the true ruling spiri 
of this valley of desolation and death. 

The snakes are not said to grow to any 
enormous sige. They are not the snakes of 
the conventional story-teller. But they are 
the most accomplisbed snakes in thair par- 
ticular line of business that the whole son- 
tinent can produce. They are sudden-death 
snakes, Alittie ‘‘rattier’’ about two feet 
long is the champion lightweight of the com.

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Is it an exaggeration to designate 


Death Valley as a veritable heli upom this

ELECTRIC HOUSE FOUNTAIN. 


Worked by Biectricity It Can Be Carried 
From Room to Boom. 


An electrically operated fountain, designed 
as an ornament to a drawing room, and 
Droaght out by Logis Heinrici of Zwickau, in 
Saxony, Germany, is illustrated by the 
accompanpingeut. Tus idea is something 
ofanovelty in the United States, but the 
combination is a perfectiy practical one, 
and, being self-contained, can be readily re- 


moved from place to place, adding distine- 
tion to various parts of the House, if desired. 

This ornament eonsists of a tastefully 
decorated fiower stand, with a smal 
aqguerium and a spouting jet of water.

How Women of a New York Village 
Raise Funds for the Churches. 


THEY CUT HAIR, SHAYE MEN, PEDDLE 
PEANUTS AND DO ODD JOBS. 


This Craze All Came About Because of 
Intense Rivalry Between Methodist 
and FPresbryterian Congregations—A 
Sewing Society Where Gossippers Are 
Fined—High'‘and’s Queer Story. 


HIGHLAND, N. ., Sept. 15.—The chief in- 
terest of this village, other than its livelil- 
hood, centers in the two churches, the 
Presbyterian and Methodist, between which 
there is a strong rivalry. The Methodists 
have the better of it in the size and looks of 
their ehurch and inthe number ofthe con- 
gregation, butthe Presbyterians have most 
ofthe wealth, but if they are richer the 
Methodists are more generous givers. Both 
churches always havea debt to pay, and as 
elsewhere, itis the business of the women to 
raise money forthat object by giving fairs 
and festivals. It has not been a good year 
for the fruit farmers. There has been no end 
of fruit, but prices are low, so the women 
have been hard putto get money from their 
husbands forthe church. Mrs. Angevine, 
who is President of the Ladies’ Aid Society of 
the Presbyterian Church, has tried in vain 


to raise the debt on the parsonage. The 
mensaid the times were hard and they 
would give nothing. She got several of the 
young girisand women together and they 
made up their minds they would raise the 
mouey by the labor of their own hands. 
About the same time the women of the 
Methodist Church decided they would do the 
same thing, so ars. Angevine went over to 
see Mrs. Tillson and said: Tour windows 
need washing, let me make something to- 
ward the parsonage debt by cleaning them.’’ 
all rigat, said Mrs. Tillson, ‘*i will give 
youScents a window. No,“ gaid Mrs. 
Angevine, ‘‘lam not an expert, I will do it 
for two windows for & cents. 80 one fine 
day Highland was treated to the spectacle of 
Mrs. Angevine carrying window sashes 
through the street to a pond and cleanin 
them. A great erowd gathered and laughe 
ather, butshe laughed more than anyone 
else, and she earned a quarter toward the 
parsonage debt. A few days later peopie 
were amazed to see Mrs. Tillson, whose hus- 
band is worth $100,000, peddling apples 
through the street. she earned a i toward 
the fund. The example of these two women 
was soon followed, and all the women whom 
the village regarded as of the highest Social 
Standing were doing all sorts of strange 
things. Emory Saxton’s wife bakea pies 
and went peddling them, and also said that 
she would biack any man’s shoes who called 
on her for s cents, 

Mary Martin baked bread and sold it from 
house to house, Oharley Holl’s daughter 
peddied peanuts, and Ira Shafer’s dauguters 
washed their father’s wason and got $10 for 
doing it. Tnen came the hair-cutting craze, 
Several of the women practiced cutting at 
home; then they went forth and cut ments 
hair at 10 cents à cut, One woman shaved 
three young men for a week ats cents a 
shave. Two others took a contract to lath 
a house, Then there is the wrapper making 
society, which meets once a week and makes 
wrappers for $1 a piece. The meetings are for 

usiness Only, and any one, who begins gos- 
Aging is ned s cents. 

he Methodist women have not been any 
behind the Presbyterians. Headed by Mrs. 
Ganz, they also did washing, scrubbing and 
shaving. You can get any sort of labor done

women here. We are doing it as much for 
port as forthe money, and we do not see 
anyharm in causing amusement for our- 
selves and others. Hesides, we can’t get the 
money any other way, and the church must 
have the money, say the women.

THE TACK TRUST. 


Cent Since January. 


New YORK, Sept. 15.—The Atlas Tack Cor - 
poration has become a trust. 
tacks denounce this monopoly as 


January. Tbhetruast is a Boston organkza- 
tion. It controls 95 per cent ofthe tack and 
shoe nail product ofthe eountry. In 1890 the 
following manufacturing firms in Massa- 


chusetts entered into competition to control 
the market: Lowring & Parks, Plymouth; 
Dunbar, Hobart & Widdin, Whitman; Fields 
Sons, aunton Tack Co., Taunton; Fair 
Haven Tack Co., Fair Haven; Cobb 4 Drew, 
Kingston. 

They formed the Atlas Tack Co., though 
Massachusetts laws forbid trusts whose 
purpose is to control prices. 

Last December the corporation invited all 
the important makers in the Dusiness to 
send representatives to Boston fora confer- 
ence, with a view to stopping ruinous com- 
petition: There was a fall response to the 
from Boston to San Francisco. Asa result 
90 per cent of the manufacturers entered 
into an agreement that they would sell at 
prices fixed by the corporation. Tue result 
of this became apparent January last, when 
the corporation senta new price list out, 
prices being advanced on an average of 10 to 

icent. It was not until April 14 
corporation showed its hand 

making an increase of 85 per 

cent over the other two increases. 
This makes a total increase of from 60 to 65 
rcent. But this was on the general line. 

n the shoe-nail line tacks, which were sell- 
ing for 6 cents a pound, are now selling at 
from 12 to 16 cents, and carpet tacks jumped 
from 8 to 10 cents, am increase of from 100 to 
160 per cent. One authority makes the heav- 
fest increase 250 per cent; all this in spite of 
the fact that the old price of steel plate, 
from which the tacks are made, $1.30 to $1.50 
a hund unds aecording to quantity, re- 
mains unchanged.

« Onroaeo, Sept. 15.—Aside from the flurry 
caused by the irregular and uniateliigibie 
Government report on corn, and fears of 
early frost, thas been avery discouraging 
week to holders of wheat. We are, how- 
ever, not suffering alone; it is apparentiy 
epidemic and all outside markets report the 
same story. We have very littie toadd to 
that already stated in our letter of last week 
as causes for this depression, and we regret 
to say the eonditions governing the present 
merket are anything but encouraging. Lo- 
cal stocks are accumulating at an enormous 
rate, while reports have it that quite a large 
surplus is left over from last crop io India 

Australia and Argentina. The prospeet of 
the crop for latter country is 20 per cent bet. 
ter thas last year. Exports of breadstufts 
show a decrease of over 80 r cent, while 
foreigners contiaue to manifest little or no 
Interest on thisidea. Speculation continues 
within a decidedly narrow groove. Exports 
this week of wheat and flour were 2,789,000 
bu, against 8,207,000 last week. There is one 
satisfactory feature about a further decline 
in prices, it will certainly increase con- 
sumption for animal food, and prove 
attractive to investors. Ide actions of the 
corn market would indicate that hoiders 
were only too eager to take advantage of a 
bullish Government report to dispose of their 
holdings and the reesipts, which have be- 
come very large the latter part of week, 
show that farmers, like specuiative holders, 
are anxious to realize on the advance. Spec- 
ulators residing‘in the drought districts are 
tl loath to believe in much lower prices and 
are suffering dy the decline, Wulle the 
more favored farmers and speca- 
lators in localities where the crop 
is large, are in the main sellers, thas reap- 
ing the benefit resulting from a good crop 
and the deeline on their contracts sold for

Millers (Knglish millers particularily) are 
beginning torealize the serious import to 
them ofthe action of the French Govern- 
ment in practically offering a bounty on ex- 
portations of French flour dy the duty rebate 
on foreign wheat importations by French 
rafllers Beerdohm. under late date, says: 
In our last Wednesday’s miliers’ supple- 
ment we showed thatthe importsof French 
fiour in England had risen from 10,19 ewt 
in Apriito 52,679 ct in July, and in the 
present month nearly 100,000 cwt will have 
been imported. Ihe ability on the part of 
French millers to compete with KEagiish 
millers arises fromthe fact that prices of 
wheat in France (less the duty) are about 2s 
lower than in England, while the miller ex- 
porting flour (50 per cent extraction) obtains 
the whole of the wheat duty free, thus leav- 
ing him wit 20 percentof flour payiag ne 
duty at all.

The Ohio grape-growers have been un- 
loading and shipping so freely that their 
season in the various markets of the country 
Will apparentiy be much sborter than usual.

The hot weather hastened 
the ripenlag and compelled many cars to 
find consumers regardless of price. Grapes 
did notstandup long after being gathered 
and reciamations have been demanded at 
many points. However, another good rea- 
son was very evident—the desire toavolda 
clash with toe New York shippers in all the 
big Western markets. The New York 
grapes, too, are prime favorites everywhere 
and their Concoras sell a little higher, as a 
rule, than the Onio fruit. the removal or 
competition will benefit both States in the 
marketing of the crop. Another favorabie 
turn has set in that promises to help the 
New Yorkers—they are not shipping as early 
as they predicted two weeks ago, and thus 
their season wil! be pr longed through the 
more favorable weather prevailing of late.

A local capitalist, who made a flying trip 
to Callfernia for a lilttie rest and recrea- 
ation, some weeks ago, returned a few days 
since with some informatior relative tothe 
fruit industry out there that surprised him, 
for he, like many others, thought the Golden 
State wasa paradise for the fruit grower. 
He was astonished to learn that from the 
enormous shipmentsto uate this season to 
the principat markets of the country there 
was practically nothing ecomingto the pro- 
ducer after the picking, packing and boxes 
were paid for. Indeed, he found, upon 
deeper investigation, that some of the 
growers aid not succeed in securing sume- 
ſont to clear the costs connected with the 
marketing ofthe crop. He afterwards went 
to a local bank, where most of those people 
did business, and a lonw and interesting talk 
with the cashier confirmed the most dis- 
couraging reports made to him. The cashter 
pointed to a big stack of notes of 
fruit growers and shippers, with the 
remark, ‘‘That paper a year ago we re- 
garded gilt-edged; to-day it is not worth 25 
centson the dollar. Possibly another sea- 
eon may make it as good as it appeared a 
yearago, but we have grave doubts about 
getting much cut of it. The visitor was 
charmed with the beauty of the fruit dis- 
tricts. He recalled especially a pretty em- 
nence upon whieh he stood, and looking in 
every direction for tweaty-fve and thirty 
miles beheld a scene of surpassing interest 
an unbroken series of orchards as far asthe 
eye could reach, neat, clean, healthy and 
well kept, Dearing the handsomest and finest 
fruit to be found anywhere in the world. 
W hen it is taken into consideration the time, 
labor and capital involved, and then look at 
the results, only one conciusion can be 
reached, and that is that the business is 
largely overdone, and that the saving of the 
industry can be accomplished only through 
diminished acreage.

Conditions in the South Very Bncour- 

aging, But Farmers of the West Are 

Orippled by the Damaged Corn Crop— 

New Tork Merchants Eusy—Wall 


New Yorn, Sept. 15.—Very little history is 
making in Wall street these days. Thegouly 
factots are the damaged crop of corn on the 
one hand and remnan s of an at one time 
strong bullish sentiment on the other. The 
direct bearing of the firstison the import- 
ant group of stocks Known asthe grangers, 
while the second still exercises no slight in- 
fiuence on the whole list. 

This confidence in better times turns to- 
ward the South and southern railway se- 
curities. Oredit has been contracted there 
for several years, and when all- credit was 
suspended at that time the south felt it 
scarcely at all. niessed this year with 
greater crops, especially of corn, for which 
it willteceive high prices, with its manu- 
factures growing, its railroads put under 
responsible management, the South to-day 
is ready to make a new record. 

It the West were in similar shape we could 
expect a great era of prosperity. 

In hoping forthe best there is no sense in 
mot recognizing facts. The great States 
whose chief property rests on their crops of 
corn and wheat have received a bad dlow, 
and the farmers must be carried over until 
the next crop gives them a chance to re- 
cover. Inthe meantime, general business 
continues in fair volume. Here in New 
York, the merchants are once more busy, 
though their reports that the greater part of 
their orders come from the south, confirm 
the ‘remarks above. The iron in- 
dustry shows little improvement, 
but in one of its important divisions 
it 10 suffering from the restric- 
ted purchases of ralls by different corpora- 
tions which must economize, still, when all 
is said, the country has a fair assurence that 
it will not drift back again into the doldrams 
of last year. The tariff settlement and the 
repeal of the Sherman law mean the removal 
of two business nightmares that would have 
checked any improvement. Witz them out 


of the way when the time for improvement 
comes the road will de clear. Next year’s 
crops are nota very immedtatefactorin the 
present speculation, 

Untilthe reassembling of Congress intro- 
duces into the speculation the peculiar flavor 
always arising from legislative influence, 
the outlook is involved only in the piainest 
of facts, those of the current and prospective 
railway earnings. .With the exception of the 
Rock Island, all those corporations whose 
dividends were matters of doubt have taken 
action and maintained the usual terms. All 
the more impo tance is now attached tothe 
decision of the Rock Island directors, since 
for more than a year the bears have claimed 
that through the inevitable reduction 
in dividends, liquidation will be 
brought about aud a lower range 
of prices established. As long as dividends 
are maintained and money rates remain at 
their preseat level, prices will not decline 
materially. They may be lowered for a time 
under persistent short selling, but the rally 
will certainly follow, and in the present tem- 
per of the street prices will be carried higher 
than beforethe decline began. For months 
the market has shown these recurring stages 
of declines under short selling and of recoyv- 
ering under short buying. whipped up oy 
Dull manipulators. It has generally been the 
case that prices have recovered ine month 
whatit took them three months to lose. 
The permanent speceiative forces are now 
devised, andthe bears are in a minority. 
There is iittle or no genuine outside interest 
inthe market. When it can be said with 
more certainty that the present signs of im- 
provement indicate a defiatie change, they 
will warrant the maintenance of better feei- 
ing. When last year’s losses are made good 
and new profts accrueto business men, it 
can only result that the present indifference 
of the pubile to Wall street will change 
to a lively interest and pablic interest 
is always manifested on the bull 
side. in the meantime conservative opinion 
favors the policy of making haste slowly. 
The prosperity of one secilon of the country 
is this year to some extect at the expense of 
the other. It is not general and widespread. 
It is an encouraging fact that the specula- 
tion at present is discriminating and recog- 
nizes these conditions. Any further analy- 
sis of the current speculation will hardly 
throw more light on the outlook for prices. 

The Postsays: There was some lightening 
oftheir loads to-day by speculative pools, 
resulting on the market ina majority ot frac- 
tional net declines. But there were few 
changes worthy of mention. The outpour of 
Chicago Gas stock, not improvbably 
a result of the familiar pool gquar- 
rels, ceased after the firsthalfhour. North- 
ern Pacific preferred broke sharply again. 
Reading's decline was due no doubt tothe 
mutterings from Lehigh Valley people. If 
the sult is pressed its basis must be the re- 
markable series of contracts fastened on the 
Reading during its McLeod experiment. Re- 
turns of earnings were generally favorable. 
No one can doubt that the latest move of the 
Atchison management was very clever. It 
puts in the field a ticket whosejnominees will, 
at the annual election, have consideraDie au- 
vantage of the present incumbents.

„Gen. Grant often joined us. Grant had 
come to st. Louls County to live in 18%. He 
had previously married Miss Julia Dent and 
resigned from the army. When he resigned 
old man Dent, who lived on Fourth and 
Plum streets, gave him a small farm about 


fourteen miles out the Gravois road. After 
he moved out there he made regular trips 
into town with loads of ord- He bad 
a little tumbie-down 1 A eae by a pair 
of oxen and he dressed like a typical farmer. 
Many a time I remember seeing him come 
into r sn or to 
with a slouch nat, 
boots, reddish-brown jeans an 
hickory shirt. He wore whiskers then, a 
stubby brownish beard growing all over his 
face. Whenever he needed coffee or su- 
gar out. at his place he would bring enough 
wood in to sell for sufficient to rcohase 
these commodities. Often he would not de 
abies to sell the wood and he would leave it 
in my yard over night aod then sell both 
loads next time he came in. Graat was 
always a very joily fellow, always making 
jokes. But I never thought bea be such a 
great general, though. Nobody who ever 
Saw the farmer get of his wagon 
and water his oxen at the ola 
Pump in frent of the ‘Half-way House,’ 
would ever have imagined that he would one 
Gay be President of the Unit States. Ob, 
meand Grant was great friends. Many a 
time he came into my butcher shop ana 
a es there for hours playing teven-ap 
with me.

EXILED BY ZELAYA. 


Eleven Prominent Citizens Banished 
From Blueflelds. 


ARRESTED AND ESCORTED ON BOARD A 
SHIP BY SOLDIERS. 


The Acting British Vice-Conusul, the At- 
torney-@eneral and Twe Supreme 
Court Judges Are Among the Exiles— 
Ignorant of the Nature of the Offense 
With Whieh They Are Oharged. 


Limon, Costa Rica, Sept. 4.—Eleven exiles 
from Bluefields arrived this afternoon. They 
are: E. D. Hatch, Acting British Vice-Con- 
sul; G. 8. Hodgson, Clerk Supreme Court; 8. 
A. Hodgson, Judge Supreme Court; Wash- 
ington Glover (English), clerk; A. M. Taylor 
(English), editor of the Messenger; G. B. 
Willbank, planter; W. H. Brows, merchant;

J. W. Cuthbert, Attorney-General, and J. O.

They were all prominent business men in 
the Reserve, most of them leaving eonsia- 
erable money behind.

A LONDON MOVEMERT. 

The association is patterned after a similar 
organization that was founded several years 
ago by the clergy of London, The London 
association is in a state of healthy ac- 


tivity and has made long strides in the way 
of reform. It not only advocates simplicity 
in disposing of the dead, but has gone into 
the business of furnishiag everything 
that is necessary for a simple and 
respectable funeral. To discourage the use 
of costly caskets the society is now maa- 
facturiag and supplying a casket that is 
made of wicker, covered with biack cioth. 
It is much cheaper and is already in great 
demand. Besides simplifying the cost of 
fanerals the society urges tue use of the 
wicker coffin for the reason that it facilitates 
the rapid decomposition of the human body. 
It is claimed that the plagues with which 
London bas been afflicted have been traced 
directly tothe defilation of its underground 
waters and the poisoning of its atmosphere 
by putrefying bodies in the great cemeteries 
near the cities. The wicker cofins cause a
